The day ! arrived in Tacoma 1 discovered a 
new token in use there, about which more within this issue. I spent a wonderful 
ten days in Tacoma, but while there received the sad tidings of the death of 
Elizabeth Carmichael.

Carmichael of San Jose. An active woman full of life and vigor, all of us who

On January 2, I took the "Coast Starlight" south to Martinez, California, 
and spent three very nice days with Harold Ford and family. Weather was cold 

and rainy down there, as it always seems to be that time of year, I left California 

aboard Amtrak's "California Zephyr," America's most scenic ride. But this time 
it was star-crossed. Weather outside the train in the mountains and the high 

desert was bitter cold, and inside my deluxe bedroom it wasn't much warmer. 
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Th€S heat not only did not work in my room, but the air-conditioning was 
blasting away! The first night on the train, as we raced across frozen Nevada, 

I slept fully clothed beneath two biankets, wearing two sweaters and an 
overcoat!

It gave me a chance to 
visit AVA Treasurer Joel Reznick in his amazing office on the 40th floor of 
a Chicago skyscraper,^ and to spend several delightful hours at the Chicago 
Art Institute studying the Early American Art, antiques and silver.

time. And the steak dinner that evening in the diner, was the best I've ever 
had. Too bad an otherwise wonderful trip had to be extenuated by the heat 
that didn't work on the Zephyr. 



The day I arrived in Tacoma and went to my bank 1 discovered a new 
Park or Ride token in use. Details of its use are in Hal Ford's Supplement 
Notes In this Issue. Above are 2X enlarged photos, of obverse S reverse of 
the new token. BOP on the token is for "Bus Or Park," and the token's 
obverse pictures Tacoma's skyline. I can recognize some of the buildings. 

Eli Bail reports a posted notice from the Southern California Rapid Transit 
District declaring that special express buses operated only on January 2, 1989, 
from downtown Los Angeles to the Rose Bowl would be using Pasadena City 
Lines tokens (CA 630 G) as $3.50 fares. The tokens were to be sold only 
by traffic loaders at major downtown pickup locations, and in the Rose Bowl 
Area, and would only be valid on Line 483 and only on that day. So the token 
we have listed at 154 came back to life as a special $3.50 token for a day. 

Larry Freeman reports a strange little token. It's white metal, 18mm, 
with an off-center pierced hole inscribed C.T. CO. TRAF*- DEPT in incuse 
letters on one side; the numeral 5 on the other. He wonders if it's from 
Fairmont, WV. Does anyone have any idea about this token? 

Charles Axthelm writes: "My wife and I just returned a few weeks ago 
from a 3-month trip to Australia and New Zealand. I picked up a few new 
tokens used for the monorail in Sydney." That's a new one on ^e. Charles 
will check with Jim Hemphill about securing more of them for our New Issues 
Service. 
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On the front page of the December issue I mentioned tokens being used 
at Oenaii National Park in Alaska. Bill Garrison has since learned that the tokens 
being used are plain round plastic discs with no inscription, hence are not 
transportation tokens in our understanding of the term. 

Jerome Schaeper reports that PA 705 F in his December auction (Norristown 
Yellow Cab token. Sept 1988 Supplement) went for $126.27. And in another 
note Larry Newton reports that Toronto Transit tokens, as of January 3, 1989, 
have gone up to 8 for $7.50, with $1.10 cash fare. Old rate was 8 for $4 and 
$1.05 cash. 
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New York has a new subway token. The obverse is just like the current 
bullseye token, but the reverse has ARCHER AV. EXTENSION / 12-88. It was 
issued last month to commemorate the extension of a subway line In Queens, 
and was only on sale at 3 token booths along that line. But It's valid for fare 
anywhere on the system. I understand they only made some 65,000 of them, 
whereas they made 50,000,000 of the regular bullseye token (NY 630 BE). After 
lots of phone calls and lots of travelling around, AVA President Chris O'Connor 
managed to get 275 of the new one for our New issues Service. Just in time, 
too, because they are already pulling the new token out of circulation. Enlarged 
2X photos of obverse £ reverse are above. 

To the right of the new subway token above are exact-size photos of an 
odd item sent me by Hector Turgeon. I have no Idea what it is. On one side 
is the face of the Statue of Liberty beneath NY VETS and on the other side 
is a reproduction of a NYC subway token (NY 630 AS) but with the wording 
A NEW YORK CITY TOKEN. The item is 3mm thick, brass, with a loop on top. 
Any ideas at ail about this Item? 



In December, 1987, the Gateway Bridge of Brownsville, TX, issued four 
new bridge toll tokens. They are nearly impossible to get. You give your 
toil to the toil taker, he hands you a token, you must throw it in the J^asket. 
They won't sell any to collectors. But a handful of sets did get out and I was 
one of the lucky ones. The 4 tokens are listed in this month's Catalogue 
Supplement. Above is one of them, enlarged 2X. Very attractive brass tokens.

A SET OF THREE NEW PLASTIC HOTEL BUS TOKENS FROM PORTUGAL 

By Don J. Smith 

I would like to report the use of three tokens used by the Eurotel Tavira, 
which is located in the Algarve Area on the southeastern coast of Portugal. The 
Eurotel Tavira is situated on the grounds of the Quinta des Oliveiras, between 
the town of Tavira and Cabanas Beach, being 2 km from each. The tokens are 
used by the hotel guests to take the bus to the beach. They are plastic, uniface, 
with a centre hole, for stacking on a three-spiked stand, located in the lobby 
near the front desk. Each color is for a different departing time which is posted 
near the tokens. I did not use the bus during our stay at the hotel (in June 
1988) so I don’t know if other hotels use the same bus or not. 

The tokens are thick plastic (3mm), round (4imra), with a 5mm centre hole, 
and are blue (with white incused lettering), yellow (with black lettering), and 
green (with white lettering). Each bears a different number (I think) below the 
wording EUROTEL TAVIRA. So here are descriptions:

Pw 41 Ch (blank) [obverse lettering is white! 

Py 41 Ch " [ " black] 

Pg 41 Ch " [ " white!

=■ NOTES BY HAROLD V. FORD * 

The new Boston subway token went into use last Fall and is good in turnstiles 
as a 60c rapid transit fare, or in trolley car fare boxes as 60c worth of the 75c 
streetcar fare. As fares in Boston will be increased shortly to 75c, the token's 
value will accordingly go up to 75C. The new tokens were ordered to supplement the 
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supply of MA 115 L, which went into use in 1951. The 115 L continues to be used 
alongside the new 115 AN, The 115 AM, which was a commemorative token, continues 
to be valid for fare but they have disappeared from circulation. Three million of 
the new AN were struck by Hoffman & Hoffman of Carmel, California. Jim Hemphill's 
New Issues Service will handle this token. 

Gary Ascher reported Unidentified #173 back in December, 1981, after finding it 
at a flea market in Owatonna, MN. Comes now a second token Issued by the same firm, 
also out of Minnesota, reported by Richard McFerran. Richard obtained the new one, 
as well as a second #173, from a non-collector who attributed both to the town of 
Hampton, MN, which is situated south of St. Paul on 1-52. Richard then checked his 
1900 Dun & Bradstreet Directory, which shows a Math. Daleiden as a bicycle shop in 
Hampton. His only other D & B directories are for 1890 and 1909, neither of which 
lists either Daleiden or Wilke, Nevertheless, it seems certain that these tokens 
are from Hampton, so we are listing them from there. Richard's source told him the 
tokens were used on a mer;i:y-go-round, an explanation that seems logical to us. Ac- 
cordingly the #173 and the newly discovered token are listed this month under Hamp- 
ton, Minnesota. 

A new toll bridge spans the Red River connecting 12th Avenue North in Fargo, ND, 
with 15th Avenue North in Moorhead, MN. Since Moorheaid sponsored the bonds to build 
the bridge, and the toll booth is situated on their side of the river, we list tht 
token from Minnesota. The New Issues Service will handle this token. 

Joe Radomski often writes transit systems just to find out information about 
schedules and transfers. On the schedule he received from Great Falls, MT, are in- 
cluded the following words: "Ask for a token while shopping at participating stores 
downtown. One token entitles you to a free ride home-, 10:00 AM - 4:00 PM weekdays, 
all day Saturday," along with a picture of the token. I handed the information oti 
to Bill Garrison, who was able to obtain a supply for our New Issues Service. So 
here we have another token good for either transportation or parking, like the Tac- 
oma one, and like a number of others already listed. 

The set of new tokens of the international bridge at Brownsville, TX, that 
spans the Rio Grande over to Matamoros, Mexico, are the first tokens issued for 
this bridge since TX 135 B in 1929. However, the new tokens are not sold to the 
public. They are used in the same manner as NS 75 A,B,C, and DC 500 AT and AJ. 

When the driver pays his bridge toll he hands his money to the attendant. The at- 
tendant then hands the driver the appropriate token which must be immediately put 
into the hopper. Except in this manner, the tokens are not available to the public, 
and the Gateway Bridge people are not inclined to sell them to collectors, although 
a handful of sets has come into collectors' hands. Thus the tokens will not, of 
course, be able to be supplied by the New Issues Service. The precise use of the 
tokens is: "A." is a 75(1: toll for autos; "B" is a $1 (soon to be hiked to $2) for a 
pick-up truck with freight; "C" is a $4 toll for a four-axle truck; "D" is a $5 
toll for a five-axle truck. As has been the case with such hard-to-get current tok- 
ens in the past, we suspect that, in time, more of these will be available. 

The use of the Tacoma, WA, token is similar to that of Great Falls, MT. The 
tokens are issued by -the Downtown Tacoma Association to its members, to encourage 
people to shop downtown Tacoma instead of out at the Tacoma Mall, ^en they are 
used for rides or parking, the tokens are then bought back by the DTA and used over. 
The bus fare is 35c off-peak, or 60c peak. The token is good any time, so its trans- 
portation value would be SOC- We aren't sure what the parking value would be. The 
token is given to a customer who makes a minimum purchase, usually $10, at one of 
the participating businesses. However, John Coffee's bank gave him one every time 
he made a deposit or withdrawal. Harvard Robbins, after some initial t^ebuffs, fin- 
ally persuaded the Association to sell us 275 tokens for our New Issues Service, 
but at the premium price of $20.21 per roll of 25. We had no choice. But it Is a 
very attractive token and we are delighted to be’ able to send them out to NIS' people. 
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We have no idea about either of the Unidentified tokens. On the #218, the 
diagonal stroke between "A/C” appears on the token, and we have no idea whatever 
what that| means. It would appear to be either a bridge or a turnpike token. As 
to the W & A. Turnpike Co., perhaps someone out there has an idea about it? 

On the front page of the December issue John Coffee mentioned a newspaper clip- 
ping that spoke of tokens being used at Denali National Park in Alaska. Bill Gar- 
rison since has called the Park, and was told that the "tokens" they used were just 
uninscribed poker chips, which have since been changed to paper coupons. So that 
problem has been solved. 

I recently acquired an interesting token and wonder if anyone can tell me 
what it’s used for. It is brass, 38inm, SHERATON FREDERICKSBURG RESORT / S (IN 
WREATH) / & CONFERENCE CENTER // IN /APPRECIATION /AND RECOGNITION /OF SERVICE EX- 
CELLENCE/GENUINE CARE ANp CONCERN/IN THE TRADITION OF/OLD FASHIONED/HOSPITALITY 
Presumably Fredericksburg, VA. But what is it for? 

Leslie Hill of White Rock, BC, reports some interesting tokens that may be 
transportation tokens. 

THE BIG / 5 / AUTO AND TAXICAB SERVICE / PHONE SEY. 550 616 
A 27 Sd Ask For / Bob / Storms / And Get / 25 Cents

These appear to be taxi tokens issued by two different drivers. But would like 
more definite information about how they were used.

We’re mailing this issue to everyone who was a member in 1988. But if you 

haven't paid your $15 annual dues by March 15, you won't be getting the March 

issue, more’s the pity. So please, if you haven’t taken care of it, send your

You don't need the special envelope. Any envelope will be fine. 

Just received is an excellent large-format hardbound book, California and 
Nevada Railroad , by AVA member Erie Hanson, This is an outstanding scholarly 
history of a little-known narrow gauge railroad that operated in the East Bay 
area near San Francisco. Erie has filled the book with wonderful old photographs 
and statistics. A must for California history buffs and railroad buffs. If you're 
Interested in buying a copy, the price is $27,50, and Erie's address is 1621 Arkell 
Road - Walnut Creek, CA 94598. 

A newspaper clipping received fron Arnold Korotkln informs us that the Garden 
State Parkway in New Jersey has ordered 15,000,000 new tokens in anticipation 
of a ten-cent toll hike this coming April. They just put NJ 570 C into use last 

year for the 25b toll; seems strange they'd order a bunch of new tokens for the 

anticipated J^b rate. Do you suppose they put out the story just to discourage 
hoarding of the current token? 

Leonard Otterson sends a clipping from a Fargo, ND, newspaper about the new 
bridge which is using MN 560 C, listed last month. Seems the bridge, which was 
just completed last summer, was declared to be "the best street, highway or bridge 
project completed in 1988." It is the first privately built bridge in the United 
States in 40 years, and it cost $2,000,000 to construct. Tokens, which are 25b 
with no discount, are sold in change machines at the bridge booth, and at various 
locations in Fargo and Moorhead, 

Recently Joel Reznick sent me two IN 520 F tokens, both cleaned & polished. 
One is definitely white metal; the other has a very definite brassy hue. I have 
found this in other tokens as well. The differences 'are quite distinct, and it 
is a greater difference than just "(shades)" would indicate. 
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This month we are listing Ml 773 F, a very attractive brass token used on the 
Blue Water Bridge connecting Port Huron, MI, with Port Edward, ON. The token 
commemorates the 50th Anniversary of the opening of the bridge, and was distributed 
free and was only valid till last December 31. They made 10,000 of the tokens but 
only about 300 were actually used. We've known about this one for several months, 
and we had about given up any hope of obtaining a supply for our New Issues Service. 
At length, after the token ceased to be valid, they let us have enough, and getting 
this one was a real triumph. It's a beautiful commemorative international token, 
in the same category as MI 225 S, which was also difficult to obtain (and still is). 
Below are 2x enlarged photos of the token. 



Recently I acquired a couple of gorgeous depotel tokens from Missouri. 1 suppose 
beauty is in the eye of the beholder, but nice depotel tokens are the very essence 
of beauty to my eyes. I especially like the one from West Plains with its elaborate 
scroll work, and also because I already had MO 980 A and B, but needed this one. ^Now 
I have it, and to celebrate I’m putting 2x enlarged photos of my newly acquired 
treasures below.

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THE U.L. S B.A. TOKEN OF MONESSEN, PENNSYLVANIA

Enclosed are photocopies of a 21imm aluminum fare token I discovered during 
the past year. The tgken is pierced with a smaii device that resembles the letter 
D. The obverse inscription Is U.L. & B.A. / MONESSEN, PA. / GOOD FOR / 
1 / FARE; the reverse inscription is GOOD FOR / 5 / IN TRADE 


1 have researched the token in the Monessen Library, the City Clerk's office, 
the Community Development Office, the elderly high rise and the independent 
valley newspaper. During all of this searching I met and talked with Mitchel Steen, 
the retired editor of the ‘Valley Independent newspaper. He is putting together 
a history of the trolley organization and growth In Monessen. 

The U.L. £ B.A. on the token is for UKRAINIAN LITERARY AND BENEFICIAL 
ASSOCIATION. This organization started in 1914, located at 57 Schoonmaker 
Avenue, and is still there and operating. I talked with Mr. John Dropp, the 
current president of the Association, who is 77 years old. The organization, 

1 was told, was formed to help Ukrainian immigrants get along, learn the English 
language, and to provide them a home base away from their original homes. 

The Association was using a brass trade token good for 5C In trade, in the 
1940's. That token was good in the club toward purchase of food and drink. 
Six years ago they started using plastic bar checks. The aluminum fare token, 
which is the one we are interested In, was probably used In the 1920's and 1930’s 
for members to have transportation to ride between the club and their homes, on 
the trolley which ran In front of the club on Schoonmaker Avenue, it is also just 
possible — although this is only a surmise — that the token was good toward purchase 
of food and drink in the club. 


On March 10, 1903, the first trial run of a trolley occurred in Monessen. 
The car bore the inscription BEAVER VALLEY TRACTION COMPANY . At one 
end a sign read CAR NO. 11 and at the other end it said U.S. MAIL. The 
Webster, Monessen, Belle Vernon and Fayette City Street Railway was organized 
May 1, 1903. Its line ran from Webster through the towns listed to Fayette City. 
It was later expanded by the same interests with the West Side Electric Street 
Railway Company, which ran from the Charleroi Bridge to Charleroi, In 1914 it 
was extended to Bartleyville. 

All of the above eventually ran down Schoonmaker Avenue in Monessen, in 
front of the Ukrainian Literary £ Beneficial Association. This made It conven- 
ient for the members to get back and forth between the ciul^ and their homes, 
using the aluminum fare token. 

I was unable to find another token, so this is the only one known so far. 
The Executive Director of the Mid Mon Valley Transit Authority told me it was 
not uncommon for such organizations to provide transportation for the members 
to get back and forth from their clubs. 
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SEVENTY-FIVE YEARS OF THE EUENOS AIRES SUBWAY 

By Mike Sparrow 

On 1 December 1913 the lirst undergrocind railway in the whole of Latin 
America began operations in the Argentine capital, Buenos Aires. Never known 
as a Metro, it has always been called an underground C’Subterraneo,” or '^Subte” 
for short). Indeed it was initially called an underground tramway , (Tran via 
Subterraneo) , something which can almost certainly be explained by the fact that 
it was constructed and operated by the Compania de Tramways Anglo- Argentina 
(C.T.A.A.), a British company that had been operating normal street tramways 
in the city since 1876. 

Initially C.T.A.A. issued paper and thin-card tickets, which included 
combined tickets for use on the underground and the tramways it owned. Ticket 
34400 was issued on 21 August 1916, and is a pink-coloured thin card priced at 
15 centavos, valid on both underground and trams for a period of one hour. A 
couple of weeks later a similar, but lemon-coloured card 74795 was issued, priced 
at 10 centavos and valid only for one journey on the Subte. The numbers above 
the serial number on these tickets indicate machine number and station of issue. 
It will be noted that these two specimens are remarkably similar to Paris Metro 
tickets of the same period, so very similar in fact that it surely cannot be mere 
coincidence. Two later C^.T.A.A. tickets illustrated are 20996, another combined 
tram /underground issue on thin card, and 35597, valid for underground only. 
This latter, apart from being larger and a different shape (perhaps a carnet 
ticket?) has, it will be noted, a slightly amended title: ’’T.A.A. Subterraneo.” 
Whereas the 1916 tickets are machine issues, 20996 is fully pre-printed, and 
appears to have been torn from a roll. 



The second underground line opened in 1930, owned by the Compania Lacroze 
de Tranvias, and initially made no connection with the original line. The Lacroze 
company was something of a novelty when it opened, in that it used no tickets. 
Instead it installed turnstiles — the first in South America — which were operated 
by brass tokens. One of these Lacroze tokens is illustrated here (both sides 
are identical). The words "Control Subterraneo Lacroze” are around the central 
initials TCBA, whidh correspond to Terminal Central Buenos Aires. The "T” is 
formed by a stencil-cut in the center of the token. 



By 1938 there were four lines in operation, the two 

new ones constructed by a Spanish- Argentine consortium. 

The State subsequently took a 50% share in all four, forming 
the Corporacion de Transportes de la Ciudad de Buenos 
Aires. This utilized turnstiles accepting coins on all lines, 
and there were thus neither tickets nor tokens in use. 
Very frustrating for the collector! However frequent 
changes were necessary to the turnstiles in order to 
accommodate fare changes. 
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When inflation really began to take hold the situation became impossible. 
As a result tokens were reintroduced in 1962, available for all lines. To date 
five different tokens have appeared and these are illustrated here. The Lacroze 
token illustrated on the previous page is struck in light brass, one and a third 
millimetres thick. All the others are thick aluminum (2imm thick). The aluminum 
tokens also exist in gold-plated presentation varieties. As already stated, both 
sides of the Lacroze token are identical; it has a reeded edge and dentillated 
margin. The first and second aluminum tokens ' illustrated below are nearly 
identical, the only difference being the change of text on the reverse to reflect 
new ownership. These tokens have a raised edge and coarse letteriiig, with 
depressed lunettes above and below text bands. The middle token shown is the 
largest example, the new size corresponding to a fare change; the full title on 
the reverse of the previous issue has given way here to initials only. The 
penultimate example has fine lettering with raised outlines and lunettes, and a 
YPF advert on the reverse, while the final token is very similar to the middle 
one but shows a new die with fine lettering and shallow relief. Additionally a 
small ”III” can be seen under the obverse text (presumably the die mark). 

The first, second, and last of the tokens illustrated below are 18mm, and 
were being used interchangeably, at least as late as 1985. Fares were changing 
at that period almost every two weeks (rampant inflation), but the same tokjens 
were used. 



But travel on the Subte is not entirely by token, for the various mainline 
railway companies have issued through tickets valid for travel onto the Subte, 
including season tickets. These have tended to be in the form of Edmondson 
cards of bright, distinctive colours, with prominent overprints to assist staff 
in identifying their combined underground availability. Ticket 0001 is a typical 
earlier specimen, valid for the month of May, 1965. It was issued by the Ferro- 
carrll General San Martin (G.S.M., top right on ticket) whose conditions on the 
back refer to the fact that the ticket must be presented together with an identity 
card. The large D overprint presumably refers to Line D of the underground 
which is referred to in the text. 

By the time ticket 40077 was issued a fairly standard U overprints had 
come into being for through tickets to the underground, together with the use 
of bright colour bands. Ticket 40077 is a bright yellow colour with a vivid green 
central stripe; initials F.G.M. on the back indicate Ferrocarril General Mitre, 
while conditions now make no mention of an indentity card, although the legend 
"Abono No. 42713" at the top of the front would imply that this requirement was 
still in force. While the year (1971) is printed on the ticket, the month (11) 
has been punched out. By the following year similar tickets were still being 
issued, but alongside a slightly different design, with colour bands at each end, 
and reference on the front to F.A.-R.C. (Ferrocarriles Argentines - Region 
Central), followed by "Combinacion Red Subterraneo" (= "in conjunction with 
Underground Network.") 
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Today the underground authority S.B.A. (Compania de Subterraneos de 
Buenos Aires) operates six main lines, totalling 34 kilometres, and serving sixty 
stations. Lines are identified by letters; the original line opened in 1913 is known 
as Line A, operating from the Plaza de Mayo to Primera Junta. An extension 
from this latter station is planned, for a distance of 8ikm to Liniers station on 
the national rail network's Sarmiento line, with SB A trains operating alongside 
Sarmiento ones. The Subte is planned to serve local stations between Primera 
Junta and Liniers, allowing Sarmiento trains to run non-stop between Liniers 
and Once terminus in the city centre. 

A modern (March, 1987) Edmondson issued at Liniers Is illustrated (ticket 
06153), 





Another extension, this to the Catedral-Carranza Line D, was scheduled 
to start in October, 1988, aimed at continuing the line to a new station at the 
intersection of Cabildo and Monroe Avenues, with three intermediate stations. 
A further extension, towards Puente Saavedra, is also under consideration. Of 
particular interest to the student of fare collection is the report that once the 
extension to the Cabildo /Monroe intersection is completed it is intended to "replace 
the existing fare collection system, using tokens and turnstiles, to one using 
magnetically-encoded tickets." Further reports eagerly awaited! 

Such, then, is the Buenos Aires Underground, known to ail and sundry 
simply as the Subte. Although it was 75 years old in December, and is the oldest 
underground railway in Latin America, it is still expanding todai^, and looking 
to the 21st Century, by which time its metal tokens will probably have become 
a thing of the past.

resort which operates a bus into town. Resort guests ride free. Joel Reznick 
has obtained a supply for our New Issues Service. 

Jim Krucki reported the Port Huron, Ml, listing shortly after it was issued 
and it seems that most specimens were kept as souvenirs. Bill Garrison called 

the Michigan Dept, of Transportation, which operates the bridge on the U.S. 

side, and was able to obtain a supply for the New issues Service, after the token 
had become obsolete. The Blue Water Bridge is the only bridge jointly operated 
by both countries, and the toll is 75(, A commemorative medal vvas also issued, 
but we lack a description and availability information. 

NY 630 BG was sold at the three new stations on the Archer Avenue 
Extension (Jamaica- Van Wyck, Sutphin Blvd., and Jamaica Center). The die 
work appears to be the same. as 630 BE which was struck by Roger Williams Mint. 
Chris O'Connor picked up 250 specimens of the new token for the New Issues 
Service, and reports they are already pulling them out of circulation. 

Bob Schneider reports the Garden State Numismatic Assn, issued a tour 
token woodnick in 1987. It is Wg 50 Sd: "Good For One Round Trip C.S.N.A. 
June 23, 1987 12th Annual Convention Bus Ride Cherry Hill Hyatt to Sands 
Casino, Atlantic City, N.J. //.Carden State Numismatic Association Ludky Wooden 
Dollar (4 leaf clover). We have listed earlier GSNA tour tokens, but we do have 
a policy of only listing club tour tokens that are made of metal or plastic, and. 
have drawn the line on wooden issues, because there have just been too many 
instances in the past wliere clubs have created wooden varieties to sell to 
collectors to make money.

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This past January I spent a week in Arizona, Visiting Prescott t learned 
that 680 C is now obsolete. The trolley operates during the summer season and 
680 C was used only one or two seasons. There is now a different trolley owner- 
ship which doesn’t use tokens, Giendaie 280 A and Phoenix 640 C are still in 
use. Glendale has 70<? value but is sold at a 10< discount. The dial-a-ride 
regular base fare is two tokens. Seniors, handicapped, and children 6 to 9, 
one token. 

The Arizone State Historical Museum in Phoenix was closed for renovation. 
A museum on wheels — a long truck trailer — was open a few blocks southwest. 
One exhibit on early Phoenix public transportation had a pile of tokens: thirteen 
examples of AZ 640 A and two examples of 640 B, 

St. Joseph Hospital in Phoenix issued PT AZ 3460 C. Back in the early 
and middle 1970's this hospital also used parking tokens that were struck for 
other locations, hence was a good source for listed scarce issues, either overrun 
or rejected issues. Now only a card key gate for a small doctors' parking lot 
Is on the east side of the hospital. A multi-level parking garage has been built 
across the street, east side, with free parking. Hence no token gates remain. 

THE DENALI PARK BUS TOKEN: HUMDRUM SYMBOL OF A SPECTACULAR RIDE 

By David D. Gladfelter 

Tokens symbolize experiences, if not history itself. That is why they are 
collected. For me a little red plastic poker chip with a chartreuse sticker in 
the center recalls a memorable adventure into the Denali National Park 
wilderness, a highlight of a 1982 family vacation to Alaska that included gold 
mine tours , hot spring baths , Indian and Eskimo lore , salmon dinners with 
sourdough bread, close encounters with glaciers, superb hiking in fresh 
mountain air, endless scenic beauty, and much, much more. 

They tell tourists to consider themselves lucky to catch even a glimpse 
of the 20,000-foot peak of Mount McKinley, usually hidden by clouds. We signed 
up for the ’’Tundra Wildlife Tour” at the end of a cloudy day, without yet 
having viewed "The Great One," the Indian name for The Mountain. The tour 
would be on a school bus and would take us on an all-day, 121-mile round-trip 
on the Park’s unpaved road. There would be frequent stops to photograph 
the scenery and whatever wild animals happened to be within camera range. 

The bus tour is run by a concessionaire. The tokens are used to control 
the seating. When you sign up and pay for the tour, you recei'fre tokens for 
the departure time you select. When the concessionaire runs out of tokens for 
a particular bus, he knows that bus is full (no one wants to stand for 121 
miles). The tokens are collected for re-use when you board the bus, except 
that I was permitted to keep one of ours in the interests of numismatics. (I 
said I wanted a souvenir . ) 

The day of our tour was a clear day, and The Mountain was visible 
throughout the tour from every perspective. Many animals, including a grizzly 
bear, presented themselves in a setting where the only visible signs of human 
civilization were occasional jet trails and the bus traffic on the park road. 
Braided glacial nvers, open tundra, polychrome mountainsides, distant herds 
of caribou and Dali sheep, all are there on film for us to remember. Plus a 
nondescript plastic token.

March 27. A while back our New Issues Service mailed out a copper Syracuse 
token, NY 875 AD, which never got listed. Apparently the one headed for Harold 
Ford got lost In the mail, and Harold didn't even know about the token! It will 
be listed in the near future. 

Readers keeping track of my relations with Amtrak will be pleased to know 
that, in response to my letter of complaint, I received today a nice response from 
their Customer Relations Dept., which included this: "Please accept the enclosed 
adjustment as a sign of Amtrak's concern for the difficulties you encountered while 
traveling with us." Unfortunately nothing else was In the envelope. I have written 
again.. Stay tuned. 

Jim Deisinger reports from Las Vegas that he has found a token exactly like 
NV 998 A (listed in 1987 Supplement) except that Jim's find has EXPRESS spelled 
correctly on the token, which also is well worn indicating it was really used. 

We listed Unidentified #218 in the January Supplement. I spoke on the phone 
today with Bob Thomas, who informed me that he also owns one of these tokens, 
which he obtained from the estate of E.D. Shriner who was on the board of direc- 
tors of two turnpikes in Frederick County, Maryland: the Frederick 8 Libertytown 
Turnpike, and the Frederick & Woodsboro Turnpike. He also was on the board 
of a local bank, and owned a mill at Ceresville, MD, where the two pikes meet. 

I would say we have found a home for that one. 

Speaking of Maryland, on page 127 of Maryland Merchant Tokens by David 
Schenkman, we find listed three fibre tokens for a Cabin John Bridge, located 
in the town of Cabin John. The tokens are CABIN JOHN BRIDGE / 5 // 5 (rays) 
Fr 25mm; and a Fe 28mm "10" and a Fr 32mm "25". He gives them rarity "F" 
which is valued at $10 to $15. I'd sure like to know more about these tokens. 

Recently from Leo Warren I acquired H| 330 A, but with a gold plating on 
it. This is not a brass or bronze plating. The token is "gold-filled" as th^ 
jewelers would say. Leo obtained it from someone who said it was a presentation 
piece. Anyway It's a beautiful item, whatever it is. 

Joel Reznick reports dues have come in nicely, , and we've only lost a few 
members. This issue is only going to those who paid for 1989. If you know of 
someone who didn't, tell him it's still not to late to come back to the fold. 
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RecehtJy Alan Weighell reported a 23tnm brass token from Muncie, IN, which 
Is not listed. I wrote the transit authority In Muncie and obtained a couple of 
them together with a very friendly and informative letter. It seems the new 23mm 
token wept into use (* 1/1/88) and is a 37iC fare. I anticipate ho trouble at ail 
in our obtaining a supply for the New Issues Service. It's a nice companion piece 
to the already listed IN 660 H. Below are 2x enlarged photos of the new token. 


In a more recent letter Alan reported a white plastic token with black lettering 
that was apparently issued in connection with Baltimore's new subway. He sent 
photocopies, exact size {29mm), which I am reproducing below. If anyone jean 
tell us about this one, please do so. 


Alan also sent a rubbing of a token that doesn't ring a bell with me. it's 
bronze 25mm, CAROUSEL INTERNATIONAL CORP. / RIDE / TOKEN / NO CASH 
VALUE / (CAROUSEL) II (same as obverse). Any ideas on this? Could be a 
stock token of some kind. 

Larry Kemper sends a rubbing of a brass 26mm token: ST. THADDEUS / 
CHURCH // GOOD FOR / BUS / RIDE He says that after exhaustive examin- 
ation of a listing of Catholic churches he found only two with that name. In Chicago 
and in Joliet, IL. The one in Chicago knows nothing at all about the token. He 
is writing Joliet. If anyone else has any ideas let us know. It appears to be an 
older token. 

Dave Mullins reports a 25mm brass octagonal token that was dug in Nashville. 
It is GOOD FOR / RETURN / TRIP / R.M. HUNT // (blank) with all obverse 
lettering incuse. It could've been issued by the same firm that issued our listed 
Unidentified #172. Dave wonders where #172 was found. The token appears to 
be vintage about 1890's. He can't find the firm listed In any Nashville directories. 

Louie Crawford reports a 21mm octagonal brass inscribed GOLF [sic] MOBILE 
/ 6 / OHIO R.R. 11 S< similar to a 50<^ one I picked up ten or so years back. 
I don't remember if mine had GOLF or GULF on it, but 1 swapped it off. We 
still don't know how or where these were used. Any thoughts? Louie also re- 
ports a gambling token now in use on a gambling boat that operates out of Gulf- 
port, MS: WM 37 Sd PRIDE OF MISSISSIPPI / $1 GAMING TOKEN / 1989 (ON 
SHIP // For Use By Player Only / One Dollar Gaming Token - One Dollar Gaming 
Token / $1 / Pride Cruiselines (in script) and it has a reeded edge. Interesting. 

George Hosek has a friend who owns Mexico 480 B (Matamoros) and insists 
it was used between Brownsville and Port Isabel, Texas. Doesn't seem likely 
but I wish someone could confirm or deny this idea. I have the token, too.

TRANSIT SYSTEMS IN MANSFIELD. OHIO 
By Fred Robinson 

In 1887 the Mansfield City Council passed an ordinance granting S.T. Dunham 
of New York City a franchise to build and operate a street railway system. The 
opening date, although delayed, was August 7, 1887. The Mansfield Electric 
Street Railway was officially founded, using horsecar bodies equipped with 15 
h.p. electric motors. 

The public could not understand how the trolley really worked and there 
was a dismal future predicted for the system. Remember that only Montgomery, 
Alabama; Appleton, Wisconsin; and Lima, Ohio, also had electric street railways 
at the time. The Daft Company designed this two-wire system that used a four- 
wheel trolley. 

All successive systems used the Mansfield Electric routes. Some trivia items 
are: children would do odd jobs for a streetcar ticket instead of for money; 

for promotion free rides were given out to Sherman-Heineman Park and the Fair- 
grounds. The system also built Casino Park (later called North Lake Park). 

On May 11, 1891, some Mansfield citizens purchased the system and changed 
its name to Citizens Electric Street Railway and Power Co. This was the first 
of many name changes. This company built an extension to Mansfield Cemetery, 
and a line to Shelby, twelve miles north. 

In 1903 new management appeared and another name change to Mansfield 
Railway, Light and Power Co. the Pomery-Mandelbaum syndicate had interests 
in this operation. Their Cleveland Southwestern and Columbus Ry. could now 
offer service from Cleveland to mansfield. The system connected with Uries to 
Bucyrus and Marion and a passenger could now make connections to Columbus. 
Operations required 15 cars compared with the • Mansfield Electric requirement 
of five cars. Around 1905 Pomery interests lost most of their systems because 
of poor financing. 

■In 1915 a suit by preferred stockholders brought a new name, Mansfield 
Public Utility & Service Co. This was short-lived and in 1918 the management 
changed again. Henry L. Dougherty of New York City bought the company and 
changed the name to Richland Public Service Co. 

Mansfield Public Service issued the first token that we know about: OH 
505 A. The fare was 4 tokens for 250, or 70 cash. The system had 11 city 
and 2 interurban cars. The name reflected the county name, Richland, and Mr. 
Dougherty's interest in electric power. 

In 1921 a new name reflecting Mr. Dougherty's interests, Ohio Public Service 
Co,, was adopted. He had power and light companies in Alliance, Massillon, 
Lorain, Elyria, Warren, Ashland, Port Clinton and Sandusky. Transportation 
interests were in Mansfield and Toledo. The OH 505 A was used on this sytem 
and transfers were issued. 

In 1927 Ohio Public Service opened a line for streetcars to the Ohio Reforma- 
tory. This line -was also operated with buses, and this line saw joint equipment 
operation for quite some time, January 1, 1929, saw a fare increase to 10<> cash, 
weekly pass $1.50, and ten school tickets for 50*. No tokens. Notice was served 
that tokens would be redeemed, but no longer accepted for fare. 

March, 1934, saw the service to Shelby discontinued. The last Ohio Public 
Service car ran June 7, 1937. This was the last streetcar in Mansfield, Public 
Service later became part of Ohio Edison (also called Commonwealth and Southern). 

Harry V^. Arnold of Newark, OH, had bought the transportation system. 
He started with three 21-passenger buses and the name Mansfield Rapid Transit. 
He also operated City Rapid Transit in Newark, OH; Zanesville Rapid Transit; 
Granville Motor Stages; Farlick Stages; Lake Shore Stages; and operations in 
Buckeye Lake and Lancaster. Tokens came into use on this system in Mansfield 
On June 7, 1937 (OH 505 C) selling at 4 for 25*. or 10* cash. Tlie letters ORT 
on the tokens are for Ohio Rapid Transit, which was Mr. Arnold's name for his 
operations . 
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Then came OH 505 B in 1942. OH 505 E in 1943, and OH 505 D in 1944. 

I wonder if anyone can verify if these tokens were also used on any other 
property besides the one in Mansfield? 

A fire destroyed the East Fourth Street Garage, and a fare increase was 
granted in November, 1947. This time it went to 3 tokens for 25$. The franchise 
was extended at this time for another fifteen years. 

On February 18, 1951, the fare went to 100 cash straight. At this time 
the token OH 505 G was issued, but its use was limited to mail carriers only. 
On March 15, 1953, OH 505 H was put into use, with a fare of 4 tokens for 500 
or 150 cash. In October, 1959, the fare went to 4 tokens for 900 (OH 505 F) 
or 250 cash. OH 505 F remained in use until 1960. 

The system was using 22 buses on 22 route miles, and it used some older 
buses for tripper service. In 1960 the system was sold to Walter Burghard of 
Mansfield, and the name changed to mansfield Bus Lines Inc. The adult fare 
was 300 cash, student 85 children fare 200, transfers 100. This operation used 
small buses on van chassis, or some small vans. This operator ended service 
in 1962. 

At present Richland County does have a transit system, and you will get 
more about this demand style service later.

THE FATE OF THE ANOKA, MN, TOKENS

On page 18 of the February 1989 issue of THE FARE BOX was a suggestion 
submitted by William Nelson about a rumor that a wooden box containing Anoka, 
MN, tokens had been buried in a cut as the rails were removed. I shall attempt 
to answer that. 

Many years ago several of the collectors of this area researched the 
possibility of acquiring some of these tokens. My wife and I contacted an elderly 
gent who had been an employee of the line, and he consented to assist us as best 
he could. He thought he knew of another former employee that might have some 
of the tokens, and would contact us again as to his findings. He then went on 
to tell us that all the tokens were done away with in a manner that he witnessed. 
This was for a couple of operators to stand on the back platform of one of the 
cars, and: toss handfuls of the tokens along the right-of-way ^ as the trolley 
travelled from Anoka to Minneapolis. None of these tokens have ever been known 
to be found. A short time later this gentleman passed away, and we never did 
hear who the other man was, who by this time is undoubtedly long gone also. 

This is all we have ever been able to find out, Mr. Nelson, so hope this 
has beena help in solving the rumor that you heard.

Public Transit 




by Steve Ratliff 

The location of Tallahassee, the state capital of Florida, vras determined by 
transportation. Residents of the new Territory of Florida could not agree on a 
location for their new capital. The towns of St. Augustine and Pensacola were the 
largest cities at the time and it took two weeks of hard and perilous travel to go 
between the two cities. Hardly anybody lived in central and southern Florida at the 
time and finally most agreed that the capital should be in the center of northern 
Florida. In October of 1823, a place north of Apalachee Bay, with rolling gre;en 
hills and rich red soil, was chosen as it was roughly equi-distant between the tVo 
major cities and therefore the hardships of travel would be equal for all. Here the 
Indian Village of Neamathla was renamed Tallahas^see and today the City of 
Tallahassee provides public transportation under the name TalTran. 

TalTran services the city limits of Tallahassee with 33 routes and 
iTK)re than 4,600 daily miles operated. TalTran, like most public transit 
systems is a subsidized system but through efficient management TalTran 
requires less subsidizing than most. The City of Tallahassee bought out 
FTorida Associates, Inc. in December 1973. Florida Associates, Inc. 
issued Tallahassee's only metallic transportation token, Atwood #900-A. 
This token was much like the other tokens that Florida Associates, Inc. used in 
other locations in Florida with the exception that the Tallahassee token was not 
pierced as is the Sarasota piece. 

The newly formed TalTran used a cardboard rectangular ticket in its fare boxes 
but as one official stated, "It scxnetimes took a crow-bar to open the fare boxes 
they would become so janrned with the tickets miss-feeding," To improve on this 
situation the rectangular tickets were replaced with other rectangular tickets of 
slicker "china" stock cardboard \*^ich had the corners cut off or "dog-eared" so that 
they would feed better into the fare boxes. This did diminish the problem some what, 
but was not a total solution to the jamming problem. 

In the early '80’s the rectangular tickets were replaced by the 
current round shaped cardboard tokens which are similar to thej 
California 451 series. These round tokens fed better into the fare boxes! 
and being round were easier for the patrons to insert into the box. The 
tokens are sold in sheets of ten tokens which are perforated and can be 
"pushed” from the surrounding holder as needed by the riders. The tokens 
were imprinted with a control number as were the preceding tickets. All 
ten tokens on a sheet have the same number. The cardboard tokens were 
only used one time and were macerated at the Appleyard Drive main 
offices of Taltran. The tokens all had the same reverse, a silhouette of 
the old State Capitol Dome with the Taltran logo across it. The 
obverses all read the same except for the type of fare, "(numeric serial number) 
Void Upon 30 Day Notice Not Refundable. They were issued In four different types of 
fares and colors, the Regular fare - white, Student Fare - yellow. Handicapped Fare' 
- pink and Senior Citizen Fare - orange. Tltese tokens were used until August 1983

■when the fare rates -were increased and new tokens ■were issued. The only difference 
in the new tokens was the colors as the printed legends did not/ change. In this 
series of four the colors were, Regular Fare - Blue, Youth Fare - Red, Senior 
Citizen Fare - Green and Handicapped Fa,re - Gray. You will nbtice that instead of 
"Student Fare" the wording was changed to "Youth Fare." This was done because 
Tallahassee has t’wo major State Colleges, Florida State University and Florida 
University in addition to a community college and these students attempted to use 
this fare which was intended for public school stxidents only. The change from 
"Student" to "Youth" clarified the fare class and solved this problem. Yet another 
fare change in 1988 brought about another series of token colors, the colors in this 
series are Regular Fare - Red {magenta}, Youtlj Fare - Blue, Senior Citizen Fare - 
Brown, and Handicapped Fafe - Green. The City of Tallahassee who owns and operates 
^ Taltran changed its official logo to a more modern one eind ordered that 

all departments, including Taltran discontinue the use of the old logo 
and this has led to a new series as reported in the March 1989 issue of 
Fare Box the official publication of the American Vecturist Associatic^. 
The current issue colors are Regular Fare - yellow. Youth Fare - blue 

and Senior Citizen Fare brown. All three of these have the official 

Taltran log as appears in the heading of this artlcl/e. The handicapped fare token 
has not been reported with the new logo probably due' to the fact that this is the 
least used token and Taltran ■would not order tokens with the new logo until the 
existing supplies were low, 1 am sure this token will appear in the near future. In 
an interview with Mr. J. L. Carter, Director of Taltran, he was telling me of this 
change and when 1 pointed out to him that 1 had recently purchased some tokens and 
they had the old State Capitol logo on them with the exception of the Regular Fare 
Token which had the new logo, he checked their supply of tokens and found them to 
also have the old State Capitol logo on them also. Apparently what has happened is 

that when the new order came in, the new logo tokens were stacked on top of the old 

logo tokens and were used first and now all that remains are the old logo ones. This 
is easy to understand in the fact that the color only changed on the Regular Fare 
token vAiich is the most used token and would have probably had the lowest inventory. 
Mr. Carter explained that the intent from the beginning was to use up all of the old 

stock of tokens with the Capitol logo on them. I asked Mr. Carter if there were any 

plans to change the tokens in the near further cind he answered, "No, there isn't any 
plans to Increase the fares and in fact we are looking at the possibility of using a 
con 5 )uter controlled fare card much like the ones that are used at Marta in Atlanta 
and the Metro in Washington, D.C." 

The current Taltran fare schedule is as follows: 

Regular Fare Tokens, card of 10 for $6.00 
Youth Fare Tokens, card of 10 for $3.75 
Handicapped Fare Tokens, a card of 10 for $3.75 
Senior Citizen Fare Tokens, a card of 10 for $3.75 
Mr. j L. Carter has been the manager of Taltran since its purchase by the City 
frc«i the Florid associates which gives him the distinction of being one of the 
longest tenured public transportation managers in the nation. Under his able 
leadership Taltran has been able to stay consistently higher than the national 
average in the income it produces, -vdiich lowers the supplement the City of 
Tallahassee and Federal Transportation funds have to contribute to the operation. 
Taltran has also won many national honors including the national a^warding ■winning C. 
K. Steel Plaza, which is recognized as one of the most modernized transfer* 
facilities in the nation. In addition to Mr. Carter’s long tenure with Taltran and

prior to that with the Florida Associates, his father was an e!T 5 >loyee of the Florida 
Associates, Inc. for many years. 

In March last year I stopped in Tallahassee on try way to the Florida Token

Society meeting in Ocala and purchased a set of TaltraLn tokens at the C. K. Steele 
Plaza for use as traders and iisich to 1 %’ surprise viheit 1 compared them to the tokens 
in my collection 1 discovered they were a new issue, the second issue as described 
above, so I iicmediately fired off a report of the new find tp Harold Ford the New 
Issues Editor! for AVA. After we had exchanged several letters on the find, he 
informed me that there was another new Taltran issue coming out soon. I later 
purchased another set in September of 1988 and they were the same as the previous 
ones 1 had purchased in March which confused me since Hal said a new issue was 
coming out soon. In March of this year I again would be traveling through 
Tallahassee on the way to the FTS Ocala meeting, so I called Taltreun and spoke with 
Mr. Paul Rothenburg, Transit Marketing Specialist who graciously granted me an 
interview. Paul proved to-be a wealth of information on Taltran and a very amiable 
person who was eager to help me with ity tentative article on the tokens of Taltran. 
Our initial conversation focused on the tokens that 1 knew were used on a daily 
basis. IXiring our conversation 1 noticed pinned to the wall a 3‘'X6” white card with 
what looked like a card board token printed on it. 1 inquired about it and he 
removed it from the wall for my examination and it proved to be a promotional tokjen 
good for a free ride on Taltran good through the end of May 1986, the cardboard 
holder, once the free ride tokens were used, was good for a free breakfast at 
participating McDonalds after purchasing one at the regular price, this offer 



expired June 15, 1986. I asked Paul if this was the only "promotional" type free 
ride token they had issued and he said, "No, we issued several others." Needless to 
say, 1 was on the edge of my seat at this time. I asked if he had examples that 1 
might see and he said he would look. He went through his filing cabinet and found 
several lone examples and then asked Mr. Carter if he knew if examples of the others 
existed and after an extended search Paul presented me with six additional "Free 
Ride" tokens. They also are on 3“x6" cards, two tokens per card. Unlike the previous 
one he had shown me these did not have an expiration date but instead have on the 
obverse, ONE FREE RIDEAALTRAN/GOING YOJR WAYAOID UPON/10 DAY/NOTICE with the 
reverse having the same legend all were identical except for the color of the card 
board. The six colors are Brown, White, Blue, Green, and Red. Again Paul explained 
that these were used to stimulate use of the transit system.

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At this point 1 knew 1 was pushing iry luck but I asked Paul is there ainything 
else and he smiled at me and said, "Yes, there is!" He reached into a box and pulled 
out a tri-folded cardtxjard brochure measuring 8-l/2"X9-l/2" when imfplded with three 
tokens on it, again good for a "free ride" on Taltran but thi^ time with a twist, 
each token was, numbered and the carrier cardboard was nirobered and each time you 
deposited one of the "free ride" tokens in the fare box you were entering a contest 
sponsored by Pepsi-Cola and Taltran to win prizes such as video cassette recorders, 
coolers, Pepsi beach towels, etc. The reverse of the token has the Pepsi logo in 
color on it and each Friday in March of 1987 a radio remote broadcast was set up at 
C. K. Steele Plaza and the winners were drawn. 

He then handed me three circular caroboard pieces with the Springtime 
Tallahassee logo on one side and a Taltran message on the other side. The pieces

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“off later that afternoon as 1 resumed my' trip to Ocala, a Florida Highway Patrolman 
displayed to me his blue light and his authority to issue speeding tickets on a 
rural stretch of road in Union County.

Bob KelSey, one of our most frequent travelers, was down in Florida 
in January. The listed Misc 1000 token will be available to New Issues 
Service members thanks to Bill Garrison, RIvership Romance operates 
out of Sanford's Monroe Harbour, address: 433 N. Palmetto Ave., 

Sanford, FL 32771. It offers 3-hour to 3-day trips on the St. John's 
River. In an article in Tokenews for Nov. '88, by C.R. Clark, he states 
this token is used only for special large groups as a drink (discount) 
token. We list this issue as a Misc 1000 token to be consistent with 
previous listings such as the Hertz Air California plastics from California. 
When a new edition of the Catalogue is published we may revise our 
thinking on what should be listed under this classification. 

The I A 980 C depotel listing is identical to the listed 980 A except 
for the name of the owner /operator . We lack any historical background 
information. 

Bob Thomas reports that the token we listed as Unid. #218 in 
January, 1989, is from Frederick County, MD. E.D. Shriner was on 
the board of directors of two turnpikes: Frederick & Liberty town Tpk 
and the Frederick 6 Woodsboro Tpk., and was on the board of a local 
bank, and also owned a mill at Ceresville, MD, where the two turnpikes 

met. Re the listing, the slash mark between A and C is on the token 

and means "account of." 

Our Editor mentioned the Las Vegas, )4evada, token last month. 
This is a modern issue struck by VanBrook of Lexington, KY. Jim 
Deisinger reports he obtained 8 specimens thus far from the Union Plaza 
Hotel & Casino which once operated a shuttle bus from this downtown 

location to the Strip, A short article on this operation was published 

on page 40 of the April 1986 Fare Box. The size of the previously listed 
pattern NV 998 A, listed 7/86, should probably be corrected to 40mm 
since Jim sent an exact measurement of 40.4mm for the new one, and 
the edges were not clear on the rubbing for the pattern listing. 

The Syracuse, NY, listing was reported to me last year. 1 held 
up listing until the N.I.S. had a supply for its members. I was never 
Informed that a supply had been sent out so have been sitting on the 
listing. This token is for seniors, disabled, and a half fare. Several 
other tokens for this part of NY State are still pending. 

Larry Kemper picked up the through 40 West token at the recent 
Chicago NCE show. This is a new denomination for this series. 

When Watertown Transit System began operations they issued the 
listed woodnick, prior to the previously listed plastic tokens. Bill 
Garrison purchased the remaining supply and reports 12 different 

merchants had circulated the token. Some had hand-written ID, but 

most had crudely rubber-stamped ID. He obtained 8 specimens with 2 
to 6 ID'S, and 4 with 12 to 46 ID's. Bill will handle this listing at $1 
each postpaid. His address: 9505 Normandy Ave., Morton Grove, IL 
60053. 

The die work on Unid 220 is post World War II and is similar to 
that of some brass 23mm parking tokens. We think this token may be 
from the Midwest. 

Unidentified #221 would appear to be from the same source as 

Unidentif^ied #172, same name and type of issue. 

The Windsor, Ortta.rio, token was discovered in that city. It is 
interesting to note th® four original listings published in the 

Catalogue were struck in brass. Now we have four listings since 
publication, all struck in aluminum. Perhaps a 45<: value remains to be 
discovered.

The prpeedure is to send 
him an advance deposit of, say, $30,00 and he draws on this as he sends you 
tokens, generally In monthly mailings. But don’t sehd any money until you write 
him first. < 

Jerome Schaeper picked up a 19mm aluminum token inscribed Taxi and Ambu- 
lance Service Phone Dargans 424 // Good For 5C in Merchandise. He got it 
from a Virginia collector, and wonders if any reader can help hirri find a home 
for it. And what was it used for? 
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On page 65 of the Atwood-Coffee Catalogue, Volume It, in reference to the 
merry-go-round tokens of the Golden Gate Park (CA 760 A,B,C), 1 made the 
comment that the merry-go-round shown on the A token is still in use. It turns 
out this is not correct. The current carousel was installed in 194'!, but It is in 
the round-domed building that Is shown on the token. Also from an article In 
San Francisco Independent Perspective of July 20, 1988, we learn that 12,000 
tokens were originally ordered in 1892, and they were good for candy, popcorn 
or milk, as well as for rides. But while the face value was 2it the actual cost 
of striking the tokens was 3K each. They had to keep reordering, in., at least 
four different strlkings, for a total of 30,000 of all varieties. Unfortunately in 
less than two years after the tokens went into use January 1, 1892, there were 
only 500 left out of the 30,000! People were keeping them as souvenirs. Meanwhile 
the price of aluminum was so high that it was not feasible to make more tokens, 
so the remaining 500 were withdrawn and the token system ceased. 

In this month's catalogue supplement we list a new discovery for a ride 
at Ocean Park in Santa Monica, CA 835 E. In our catalogue we also have some 
rare zone checks used on a bus line that presumably operated to this same Ocean 
Park (CA 997 A to D) , three of which are pictured on pages 70 6 71 of Volume 
11 of our Catalogue. I just acquired the new discovery, and below to the left 
is a 2x enlarged photo of the token, which Is the same on both sides. If ^ny 
reader knows anything about the "Great American Derby" mentioned on the token 
I would love to hear from him. 



To the right of the Ocean Park token is a 2x enlarged photo of NC 40 C, 
fisted 11/87. I also recently acquired this unique token to go with NC 40 A 
which I also own. As the 40 C has never before been pictured, I am putting 

its photo in to fill out the line. This one is also the same on both sides. 

In the February issue we included an excellent article, "Seventy-five Years 

of the Buenos Aires Subway" by Mike Sparrow, reprinted from the Journal of 

the Transport Ticket Society of England. Comes now a letter from AVA member 
Burr Carrington of Marlboro, Vermont, and it seems that Mr. Carrington was 
responsible for most of the token material in the article including the token rub- 
bings, as well as much of the historical Information on the system.. We regret 
this omission, and we hasten to acknowledge his contribution to Mike Sparrow'^ 
article. Both men have made an important contribution to our knowledge of this 
previously arcane subject.

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RIDE THE SILVERTON TRAIN AT DURANGO 
By J,M. Coffee 

in June, 1969, Ralph Freiberg flew from San Francisco back to Oklahoma 
City and met me there, and the two of us drove west in my 1962 Lincoln. The 

high point of our trip was a three-day stop at Durango, Colorado. We both had 

wanted to ride the Denver & Rio Grande Silverton narrow gauge train. The train 
uses ancieiit equipment, both cars and steam engines, which has often been 
utilized in motion pictures (e.g., "Ticket to Tomahawk"). 

Our ride on that train was memorable and I shall never forget it. I 
described it on page 90 of the August 1969 Fare Box: "The ride on the Silverton 
Tran, however, was the high point of the trip. The best train ride in the 
country — ancient equipment rattling up through the Canyon of the Rio de las 
Animas Perdidas, hanging 500 feet above the river on the edge of the canyon 
as the tiny narrow gduge locomotive sent up magnificent plumes of black soot and 
cinders, which dissipated among the peaks of the towering snow-capped mountains 
high above us." 

The same train, using the same equipment, still operates. A ride on it will 

be the featured event of the 1989 A. V.A. Annual Convention this year at 

Durango. The token will be good for the train ride, and the ride is included 
in your $60,00 convention fee (if you send it in by June 30; after that $75). 

The Convention will be held August 11-12-1$ at the new Red Lion Inn_ which 
is only a block from the train station. I think this one will be memorable, and 
a lot of fun.

A PRICE LIST FROM A TURKISH TOKEN DEALER 

That tokens are big money items in Europe is evident from the price list 
of a token dealer in Turkey, sent in by Dick Grinolds. All prices are in U.S. 
dollars, and the list includes prison tokens, ship money tokens, telephone 
tokens, university tokens, casino tokens, "economa'^ tokens, back gammon play 
tokens, and "private" tokens among others. Of interest to us are tokens for 
the Galata Bridge of Istanbul. Price $1.75 each or $1.40 each if you order 
ten or more. Tokens of the Istanbul Metro have a wide range in price. One 
is described thus: "Old inscription, I class, round and with hole in center. 
Aluminum. Price $145. Another: Tiinel, Asker, round with hole in center, 
brass. Price $150. Another; E.T.T. Talebe II. class, quadrat, hole in center, 
nickel, $130. Another; I. E.T.T. Talebe I. class hole in center, brass. $150. 
But you get the idea. Some of the Istanbul subway tokens apparently are 
quite valuable, especially those with "Talebe" on them. On the other hand 
some of the subway tokens are as cheap as $1.75 each. He lists 19 varieties 
of them in metal, from $1.75 to $185 each.

We list the token from Santa Monica since an Ocean Park 
district of the Santa Monica coastline once had an amusement park. 

The Steve Ratliff article on the Tallahassee fibre tokens was published 
last month. I've held up listing the PEPSI issue as the picture and the given 
punctuation do not agree. I've asked Steve to lend me a specimen for listing 
purposes. 

Muncie Indiana Transit System, MITS, issued the adult token 1/1/88. 
We listed the school token 11/86. Thanks, to Bill Garrison, NIS will have 
this one for Its members. 
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My MN 540 D is a very light brass, but Joel Reznick discovered what 
appears to be a WM specimen in the Quincy Laflin collection. Hence the pattern 
listing. 

The Missouri pattern listing has the obverse of MO 860 J and the reverse 
of what appears to be the name of a service station in Denver, Colorado. 

Donald J. Smith reported the error re the listing of Ml 775 F which was 
listed 2/89 and the medallion mentioned 3/89. The Insci^iptlon was so small on 
the 775 F, I frankly missed it. I copied the inscription from the 2/89 supplement 
when I mentioned the medallion. Which had a larger inscription, and I should've 
caught the error. 

We mentioned in the July 1988 Supplement several issues which have been 
reported, but of which the Issuing source has no knowledge, so we have held 
up listing them. TX 320 H with plain edge: this seems to turn up In coin 
dealers' token boxes., FL 105 C with two reverses: this seems to show up In 
accumulations of amusement tokens. Ditto OR 700 O but anodized red. These 
tokens do exist, but were they struck by the "mint" for some other purpose 
such as samples? We have not listed many woodniks, be they transportation or 
car wash since legit issues had different inscriptions. These metal issues deserve 
listing, but will hold up a while longer to see If someone can send us fifore 
information. .

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MATIONAL CITY LINES 
By J.M. Coffee

National City Lines was a large holding company headquartered in Chicago, which 
was perhaps the chief cause of the virtual elimination of electric streetcars from 
the streets of the United States. At one time or another it controlled directly 
or indirectly some one hundred transit properties in America. it is difficult to 
compile a complete list of its holdings* but my 1945-46 Mass Transportation Directory 
lists NCL as controlling the following city transit systems; 

AL: Mobile, Montgomery. 

FL: Air Field Bus Lines Inc., Jacksonville, Tampa 

IL: Aurora, Bloomington, Champaign, Danville, Decatur, East St. Louis, 

Elgin, Joliet, Quincy. 

IN: Terre Haute. 

lA; Burlington, Cedar Rapids, Ottximwa. 

Ml: Jackson, Kalamazoo, Pontiac, Saginaw. 

MS: Jackson. 

ME: Lincoln. 

OH: Canton, Portsmouth. 

OK: Tulsa. 

TX: Beaumont, El Paso, Port Arthur 

But that list is only partial. NCL’s modus operandl was to buy a streetcar system, 
promptly convert to General Motors Buses, lower the fare to 5C straight, and fssue 
21mm adult tokens and 23mm school tokens. The tokens, of course, are what intejrest 
us here. NCL was responsible for literally hundreds of varieties of transportation 
tokens, nearly all of which, appropriately, have a picture of a bus on them. None 
of these NCL tokens are rare except for TX 320 F (which was never issued) and only 
a few could be called even scarce. A complete set of them, if you don’t count the 
rare El Paso 23inm token, is within reach of any collector who makes the effort. 



Companies owned by NCL are nearly always called "City Lines" following the 
name of the host city. But a few companies that have "City Lines" as part of their 
titles were not NCL properties, and this is what makes it Intriguing to try to put 
together a complete list of all NCL-owned bus systems. 

NCL was itself the creation of General Motors Corporation. According to a report 
published by the U.S. Senate Subcommittee on Antritrust and Monopoly of the Judiciary 
Committee, on June 29, 1932, the GM-Bus Executive Committee resolved that "to develop 
motorized transportation, our company should initiate a program of this nature and 
authorize the incorporation of a holding company with a capital of $300,000," The 
result of this resolution was the creation of "United Cities Motor Transit" as a 
subsidiary of GM's Bus Division, The purpose, and only purpose, of UCMT was to 
"acquire electric streetcar companies, convert them to GM motorbus operation, and 
then resell the properties to local concerns which agreed to purchase GM bus replace- 
ments." 

The first trolley systems to receive the benefit of this program were Kalamazoo 
and Saginaw in Michigan, and Springfield, Ohio. In each case, according to GM General 
Counsel Henry Hogan, GM "successfully motorized the city, turned the management 
over to other Interests and liquidated the investment." '■ 

The American Transit Association took umbrage at GM’s activities, however, 
and censured the corporation for what it was doing and trying to do. -This unexpected 
turn of events caused GM to dissolve UCMT. Instead they would continue to do what 
they had been doing, but with a bit more discretion. 
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Thus whs formed the object of our present study. National City Lines. NCL was 
created in 1936 by three officers of GM, and several executives of Greyhound (which 
had its own working arrangements with GM) . According to the Senate Committee Report, 
"During . the following 14 years General Motors, together with Standard 
California* Firestone Tire, and two other suppliers of bus-related products, 
contributed more than $9 million to this holding company for the purpose of converting 
electric transit systems in 16 states to GM bus operations. 


Once NCL had bustituted a property, it would be resold to local interests, but 
always with a contractual obligation which prohibited the new owners from purchasing 
"any new equipment using any fuel or means of propulsion other than gas. 



In 1938 General Motors and Standard Oil of California organized Pacific iCity 
Lines as an affiliate of NCL to do out west what NCL had been doing directly in 
the Midwest. In 1939 PCL took over and bustituted streetcar systems in Fresno, 
San Jose, and Stockton, California. Apparently hot satisfied with the indirect 
control thru NCL, in 1940 GM, Firestone, and Standard Oil took direct control of 
PCL and began their most ambitious campaign of all: the bustitution of the largest 
electric interurban system in America, Pacific Electric. At the same time GM and 
Standard Oil arranged for another NCL affiliate, "American City Lines" to comn^nce 
a campaign to take over, and bustltute, the Los Angeles streetcar system. The Senate 
Committee report is quite mordant in its description of what happened: 

American City Lines purchased the local system, scrapped its electric transit cars, 
tore down its power transmission lines, ripped up the tracks, and placed GM diesel 
buses fueled by Standard Oil on Los Angeles' crowded streets. In sum GM and its 
auto-industrial allies severed Los Angeles' regional rail links and then motorized 
its downtown heart. 

Motorization drastically altered the quality of life in southern California. 

Today, Los Angeles is an ecological wasteland: the palm trees are dying from 

petrochemical smog; the orange groves have been paved over by 300 miles of freeways; 
the air is a septic tank into which 4 million cars, half of them built by General 
Motors, pump 13,000 tons of pollutants dally. With the destruction of the efficient 
Pacific Electric rail system, Los Angeles may have lost its best hope for rapid 
rail transit and a smog-free metropolitan area. 

By the year 1949 GM had "been involved in" the bustitution of over 100 electric 
transit systems in 45 cities. And it finally came to the notice of the Antitrust 
Division of the Justice Department. In 1949 the following were indicted and convic- 
ted in Federal Court in Chicago of violating the Sherman Antitrust Act: National 
City Lines, Pacific City Lines, Firestone Tire & Rubber, General Motors, Phillips 
Petroleum, Mack Manufacturing, Standard Oil of California, Federal Engineering (a 
Standard Oil subsidiary), as well as several officers of NCL, GM, Firestone, and 
Phillips. The corporations were, with the exception of Federal Engineering, fined 
$5,000 apiece. The guilty individuals were fined just one dollar apiece I 

But these mild intrusions into their petty cash accounts hardly deterred the 
juggernaut. GM continued to bustitute streetcar properties across America. By 

September, 1955, some 88% of the nation's electric streetcar network had been elim- 
inated. By way of comparison: in 1936 when GM organized National City Lines there 

were approximately 40,000 streetcars operating on America's city streets. By the 
end of 1955, only some 5,000 remained, and GM's bus chief was able to exult in a 
job well done: "The motor coach," he announced, "has supplanted the Interurban 
systems and has for all practical purposes eliminated the trolley." 
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The mentality encouraged by NCL in its campaign to get rid of streetcars was, 
contagious. All across America the idea that streetcars were ’*old fashioned” or 
"outmoded" seems to have caught on, along with the idea that "modern buses" were 
the wave of the future. So successful was the bustltution movement that, at last, 
only four cities in America were left with more than token streetcar service. These 
were San Francisco, Pittsburgh, Philadelphia, and Boston. There were also a few 
cities that retained a single line for one reason or another: New Orleans, Newark, 
Cleveland, and Fort Worth. But that was about it. 

Until the Great Gasoline Panics of 1973 and 1979 hit home. Then it began to 
dawn on some transit executives — now Entirely in the public sector — that electric 
rail transit did have advantages. So now we have seen the first tentative 
recreation of what we once had an abundance of. In San Diego, Portland, San Jose, 
Buffalo, and yes, even Los Angeles, they have brought back some streetcars, or will 
soon. And more are on the way. 

Transportation tokens have many stories to tell. The story behind all those 
"City Lines" tokens produced by National City Lines is one of the moat fascinating. 
For it's a tale of how the face of America was altered. And from my own perspective 
at least, in the words of Shakespeare, "...Never was a story of more woe..." 



It is, nevertheless, an oversimplification to suggest as the Senate Committee 
Report does, that National City Lines and its progenitor General Motors were the 
only reason for the bustitution of America. Had the 1930’ s been a time of general 
prosperity, it is unlikely NCL's bustitution appeal would have obtained so receptive 
a hearing in city after city. For electric streetcars are more expensive to operate 
than motor buses, and ridership in the Great Depression was declining in any event. 
Gasoline was inexpensive then, sometimes less than 15c a gallon, while electricity, 
especially in areas without hydropower, was not so cheap. Preventive maintenance 
had been neglected on streetcar fleets, and the public — never expecially friendly 
toward the transit system — was attracted by the twin promises of modern new equip- 
ment and lower fares. 

Still, had National City Lines never existed, one cannot help wondering how 
different America would look today. That it would be different, to some extent 
anyway, is quite apparent. 
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1979-1988 DURANGO "DOLLARS" AND THE NARROW GAUGE TRAIN 
By -Jerry Remick, AVA #2258 

I thought that since the 1989 AVA Convention (August 11-13) will be held at 
Durango, Colorado, our members might want to know about a very attractive series 
of ten 38iiim Durango "dollars" issued annually from 1979 thru 1988 by the Durango 
Rotary Club, in white metal ("nickel-silver") and in .999 silver. I'll end the 
article with a few paragraphs about the lovely train trip that you can take daily 
on the Durango & Silverton Narrow Gauge Railway train. This train ride will be 
included in your AVA registration fee of $60.00. 

The obverse side of all but the last (1988) of the ten Durango dollars shows 
the engine or the train of the narrow gauge train. The 1988 medal shows caboose 
number "0505" of the train. The 1986 $2 trade token shows the "Casey Jones," a 
small railway engine car with room for a few passengers in the back. It was built 
with the motor from a J.917 Cadillac automobile. This car was used for emergencies 
during the winter months to get people from Eureka, CO, to Silverton, CO. It was 
built at the machine shop of the Sunnyside Mine and Mill in Eureka. One of the 
workers was Clyde "Casey" Jones. 

The reverse side of each year's piece shows the Rotary International symbol, 
the Rotary motto "Service Above Self" and around the outer part "DURANGO ROTARY 
CLUB / DURANGO, COLORADO", ‘ The arrangement is slightly different on various issues. 
Specimens in pure silver show '*.999 fine silver / on^ troy ounce". 

From 1979 thru 1982 the piece was a trade dollar with a $1 value at cooperating 
merchants. From 1983 thru 1986 the piece had a $2 value. There is a statement 
of the value and the expiration date on the* reverse side of the white metal pieces 
issued from 1979 thru 1986. The 1987 and 1988 pieces are medals with no value 
stated on them. In 1988 the Durango Rotary Club informed me that this was the 
last year of issue and for that reason they showed a caboose on the piece. 

The Liberty Mint of Provo, Utah, struck these medals on 38mm "nickel-silver" 
blanks with reeded edges. The silver specimens are on 38mm plain-edged blanks 
and contain one ounce of .999 silver. 

A complete set of the ten different medals in "nickel-silver" is available 
at $103.00 postpaid, A complete set of the ten different pieces in pure silver 
is available at $505.00 postpaid. An illustrated brochure with individual prices 
for each issue, and a schedule of the train, is available on request from the 
Durango Rotary Club - P.O. Box 38 - Durango, CO 81203. A few of the recent Issues 
are also on sale at various places in Durango. 

The City of Durango itself (present population 11,000) was .founded by the 
Denver & Rio Grande Railway in 1880. The railroad arrived in Durango on August 
5, 1881. Construction of the line to Silverton was completed in July 1882. The 
railway was constructed to haul mine ore, primarily gold and silver, from the mine 
in Silverton to Durango for smelting. It is estimated that over $300,000,000 in 
precious metals was transported over this route. 

On March 25, 1981, the Denver & Rio Grande Western Railway sold the Silverton 
Branch, with all its rolling stock, station, roundhouse, etc., to the Durango & 
Silverton Narrow Gauge Railroad Company. The train Itself, with four round-trip 
departures daily, travels thru the remote wilderness area which is part of the 
two million acre San Juan National Forest, following the Rio de Las .Animas Perdldas 
to Silverton. The scenery, especially the snow-capped San Juan Mountains, is spec- 
tacular. The 13 or 14-car train hauls freight for places along the route, as weM 
as passengers. 

An Illustrated brochure on the train, with schedule, is available from the 
Durango & Silverton RR - 479 Main Street - Durango, CO 81301. Also available is a 
book on the history of the narrow gauge line. Cinders and Smoke , at $4.50 postpaid. 
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Reservatlons, except of course if you are registered for the AVA Convention, 
are highly reconunended. There is also a 52-mile side trip to Cascade Canyon. Light 
refreshments and soft drinks area available on all trains. A lunch stop of two 
hours is made at Silverton. To make reservations call 303-247-2733. 

Passengers can ride the open gondola cars or the coach cars. The 9:30 a.m. 
train only has the luxurious "Alamos^" parlor car which serves alcoholic beverages 
and is limited to those age 21 and over. The price is more expensive to ride this 
car, which is the last car on the train and passengers may stand on its. platform 
and smell the smoke and feel the falling cinders. 

Some 170,000 people a year ride these trains. The coal-fired locomotives were 
built in 1923 by the American Locomotive Works, and in 1925 by the Baldwin 
Locomotive Works. They have been used exclusively on the railroad in this area. 
The coaches are of the 1880’s type. Many of them were. Indeed, built in that era. 
There are also open gondola cars. Each train consists of 13 or 14 cars. The rails 
are narrow, being less than one metre wide, as opposed to 1.4 metres which is 
standard gauge. The rails were thus made narrow because of the difficult mountainous 
terrain thru which the track was laid. This makes for a ride that rocks and rolls 
more than most train rides. 

A word about the "Alamosa" parlor car, carried only on the 9:30 a.m. train. 
It was built as a coach in 1880 by Jackson & Sharp. ; It served in various capacities 
until 1937 when it was rebuilt as a parlor-buffet c^ar and given the name "Alamosa." 
It served in this role until the discontinuance of the San Juan Express in 1951. 
In 1957 it was rebuilt as a coach for use on The Silverton. In the Fall of 1981 
it was rebuilt as a parlor car with a bar built of matching ash wood, which 
compliments the interior of the car. The car offers first class service, seating 
28 adults. Passengers sit in plum-covered captain’s chairs at little square tables.

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= NINE NEW MONORAIL FARE TOKENS FROM SYDNEY, AUSTRALIA = 

In 1988 Sydney opened its TNT Harbourlink Monorail line, which connects 
Sydney with Darling Harbour. The route is about 3i km in length, in a circular 
pattern that covers six stations at present (eventually there will be eight). The 
six are Harbourside, Convention, Haymarket, World Square, Park Plaza and City 
Centre. Trains run between 6 a.m. and midnight, seven days a week, and a 
train arrives at each station approximately every two minutes. 

The fare is one Australian dollar (= 75$ U.S.). The passenger purchases 
a token in a machine at the station for one dollar coin, and inserts the token 
into a turnstile to gain access to the platform. To mark the opening of this new 
transport system, nine beautiful white metal commemorative tokens have been struck 
by the Royal Australian Mint at Canberra. The tokens have a common obverse 
inscribed "TNT DARLING HARBOUR MONORAIL 1988" on obverse with a picture 
of a monorail train coming toward you. The nine different reverses picture nine 
different animals common to the continent: the echidna, the crocodile, the emu, 
the kangaroo, the friU necked lizard, the platypus, the kookaburra, the koala, 
and the wombat. The tokens are 2mm thick and 27mm in diameter, made of white 
metal ("nickel silver"). The set is housed In a three-page cardboard folder with 
descriptive information about the animals and the monorail. Below is a 2x enlarged 
photo of obverse & reverse of one of the tokens. 




Ed Axthelm obtained 25 sets from Sydney, and has zu left which he will sell 
to A.V.A. members at $22.00 per set postpaid. This covers the cost of the tokens 
and the high postage cost of getting them from Australia, and shipping a set on 
to you. So if you would like one of the sets, brilliant uncirculated, in the special 
presentation folder, write Charles E. Axthelm - 5408 Montgomery Street - 
Springfield, VA 22151. If he gets more than 20 orders, he can obtain more from 
Sydney, but it will take three or four months to get them. 


In his letter to me accompanying the tokens, Ed included this interesting 
note; "There is one thing that puzzles me. Upon return from ray trip to Sydney 
last October I brought back only one token (thought I had more) which is different 
from those in the set. Mine has the same obverse but on the reverse is "SYDNEY 
HARBOUR BRIDGE 1932" and a picture Of the bridge. I have no idea why this 
one is not in the set." In any event, Ed is now in the process of getting some 
of the Sydney Harbour Bridge reverse tokens for us , and when he has them there 
will be an announcement in THE FARE BOX. Could it be that .the one with the 
bridge on it is the regular "circulation strike," that is sold- thru the machines, 
while the animal-reverse tokens are the commemoratives? In any case the commem- 
orative s are fully good for fare. 


Ed also sent along a large-format full-color brochure about the monorail lilie 
which Includes such fascinating arcana as that the trains have 8 bogies (six drive 
bogies and two lazy bogies). Trains are fully computerized; no operating personnel 
are on board, and they run on rubber tires. Sydney, from the pictures in the 
brochure, must be one of the most beautiful cities in the world.

July 25. This will be the final notice for the A.V.A. Annual Convention, to 
be held this year August 11-13 in Durango, Colorado, at the Red Lion Inn. If you 
plan to attend, and have not yet registered with Convention Chairman Joel Reznick, 
call him immediately at 800-621-4480, as otherwise there will be no room at either 
the banquet or the train ride "^or you. Both of these events require advance res- 
ervations. Registration fee of $75.00 includes the banquet, the train ride, and 
the beautiful one-ounce oure silver tour token. Those not attending the convention 
may obtain the token for $18.00 if they are AVA members. The price to non-merrbers 
will be $25.00. Only 300 of the tokens will be struck, all in proof condition. 

The Editor has received the sad news of the death of Norma Smith, wife of Jack 
Smith, one of our most faithful convention goers. Those of us who have attended 
AVA conventions over the many years before now remember Norma with affection. We 
shall miss her, and our hearts go out to Jack in his loss, which we all share. 

My trip from Boston to Tacoma on Amtrak was fascinating. Accompanied by Hal 
Ford's son Mark (who came back to Boston to paint my apartment), I took the over- 
night "Night Owl" to Washington, leaving from Boston's beautiful completely refur- 
bished South Station. We arrived in Washington's magnificent Union Station, also 
completely refurbished at a cost of sixty million dollars. Union Station must be 
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seen to be believed, A combination sbopoing mall and railroad station on several lev- 
els, Union Station is what a railroad station ought to be. 

As soon as we arrived in Washington and checked our baggage, we headed back to 
Baltimore aboard a Metroliner to attend the convention of the Maryland State Numis- 
matic Association. There I was able to talk with David Schenkman, Russ Sears, and 
Charles Kirtley. David showed me a beautiful unlisted depotel token from Fargo, NO, 
and a token just like IL 795 D, but struck in brass. Afterwards Mark and I wandered 
around the Baltimore Harbor area, which is now very tourist-oriented, and then we 
rode the new Baltimore rail raoid transit line from one end to the other. It must 
be a good 20 miles in length, mostly above ground, and it was one of the high points 
of the trip for me. The base fare is 90(t. You put a dollar bill in a change mach- 
ine and out comes a Susan B. Anthony dollar, which is what Baltimore uses in place 
of tokens. You then put the dollar coin in the ticket machine, and out comes a 90^ 
ticket and a dime in change. I have since learned that Anthony dollars are also 
given in change by the Lona Island RR in its change machines, and in San Francisco 
I discovered that when you put a five-dollar bill in the cable car ticket machine, 
you get a $2 cable car ticket (!) and three Anthony dollars. So the Susies are get- 
ting some use in this country. 

We returned to Washington via Amtrak from Baltimore, rode the D.C. Metro to 
the National Gallery of Art, returned to Union Station, and headed west aboard Am- 
trak's Capitol Limited. This train's regular consist includes an old-fashioned dome 
car once used on the Northern Pacific Railway's "North Coast Limited," so I was es- 
pecially looking forv/ard to that. Unfortunately the dome car wasn't on the train 
this time. But it was a delightful ride; everything worked; the train arrived nearly 
on time in Chicago. 

From Chicago to Martinez, California, aboard Amtrak's "California Zephyr." This 
is the most scenic train ride in America, but for one reason or another I have not 
had a trouble-free ride on this train in years. This time was no exception. It was 
very cool in Chicaao, so of course the air-conditioning in our deluxe bedroom blasted 
out like a blizzard and we froze. Not to worry. Next day the air-conditioning simply 
stopped working as we entered the hot Midwest, and a foul stench like raw sewage per- 
meated our sleeping car. The third day as we crossed the always hot Sacramento Valley 
our car was so hot, and the odor so frightful, we had to sit in the lounge car. We 
were grateful to get off at Martinez (about 90 minutes late). 

I spent a wonderful two weeks visiting the Harold Ford family in Moraga, CA, 
and while there Harold, Mark, and I drove down to Santa Cruz to visit John Nicolosi , 
for many years manager of the AVA New Issues Service. Nick lives in a mobile home 
not far from the ocean, and it was wonderful to see him again, and reminisce about 
those wonderful visits we used to have in the Bay Area when Nick, Ralph Freiberg, 
Harold Ford, and I would convene at Ralph's house in the Haight-Ashbury and go over 
the previous year's token problems. 

One day while Harold and I were in Albany, CA, visiting antique shops and coin 
dealers, we came upon Don Thrall, AVA #103. Don, who is curator of the Telephone 
Museum in San Francisco, is an expert on trolley history, and has been an AVA member 
for thirty-nine years. Great to see him again, 

on Sunday, July 2, Harold and I attended the annual gathering of the Bay Area 
Token Society at Duane Feisel's beautiful home — right on the water — in Alameda. As 
always it was a great visit: the refreshments were sumptuous and plentiful, the 
company was delightful, and the weather was perfect. Present were Duane and Shannon 
Feisel, Anita and Ron Lerch, Vince Lacariere, Ron Miller, Jere Runciman, Will Post- 
humous, David Herbst, Lauren Iseki, Andy Johnston, Eli Bail, A1 Kohlhardt, John T. 
Hamilton, Don Barsi , Harry Tonn, Mario Keck, Hal Ford and myself. I picked up a 
couple of unlisted tokens now in use in California (which Bill Garrison is now work- 
ing on to get a supply for New Issues Service), and I picked up (for 25(t) an oddball 
token which has the reverse of TX 1000 H, but instead of the Braniff obverse, it has 
METROPOLITAN LIFE / IT'S / TIME / FOR A FAST / FINISH / WHERE THE FUTURE IS NOW. I 
don't know anything about this thing, but a nice token to stick in the collection 
next to my TX 1000 H. 
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Jim Hemp-iin, our New Issues Director, sent alonq a rubbing of a token that 
does not ring a bell with me, but it may have been listed and slioped my mind. The 

token is aluminum 29mm inscribed PLAZA / SPRINGS / TROLLEY / (TROLLEY) // TROLLEY 

SYSTEMS LNC. / ONE / •^/AY / FARE Does this sound familiar to anyone? 

Bill Fox of Dolton, IL, sends a postcard; "I would like to reoort that last 
week I came across Freeoort IL 320 A that does not have D.C. Goddard’s counterstamp 
on it. I thought you would be interested in hearing of this token." Does anyone 

else have that one vi/ithout a counters tamp? 

Lee Nott reports a token that appears to be a plank road token. "What a great 

find for me on Father's Day," he added. The token is brass 23mm, inscribed in in- 

cuse letters: B. & W. PL. RD. / 5 The reverse is blank. Now I wonder what the 
letters "B" and "W" stand for. 

I’ve received a few Prices Realized for recent auctions. Lou Sutton recently 
auctioned PA 526 KA, which went for $176.01. His TX 965 A (second one known) went 
for $289.95. Unidentified #95 went for $36.00. Cornelius B. Tyson had an auction 
a while back. The prime token in it was his VIA 590 A (which was the discovery 
piece— I remember when he reported it back in 1958). The token went for $175.00, 
reduced from a high bid of $232.00. "I had a total of 39 bidders, most of whom 
were after the eastern items," Mr. Tyson adds. 

When she sent alonq the Prices Realized for her auction of Norbert Robil lard’s 

California tokens, which was on page 63 of the May Fare Box, Loretta Kolb sent 

along a nice note with it: "Thoroughly enjoyed my first experience with the mail 
auction. . .real ly I did. That may seem like a silly statement to someone who has 
probably been through dozens of them but...it‘s true. The best part was getting 
acquainted with all the bidders, but the best... by far... was Bob Ritterband. In 
fact I owe him a response to his last letter and must write him soon. What a de- 
lightful person he must be. I think that some of the guys who responded to the 
auction are going to be in Durango so I'll get to meet them there. Next auction 
will be all New York State... 250 lots. Will have the copy to you soon." 

I took some teleohone notes from someone who phoned me at Hal Ford’s place in 
Moraga, but I regret I do not remember who it was. He reported a 26imi aluminum taxi 

token which, because it is a Si one, would merit a "Miscellaneous 1000" listing. We 

don’t list "5(t in Trade" taxi tokens as regular issues. Still his find is a nice 
one. Tne token is inscribed '’5<t'' on one side, and "McCORMICK / TAXI CO. / -693- 
MAIN ST. /EL CENTRO, CALIF, on the other side. The same person also reported that 

a manufacturer’s stock token had been used about ten years ago to gain passage on 

the elevator to the V.I.P. Lounge at the Dallas-Fort Worth Airport in Texas. The 
token simply pictures a crown on each side, and is about 26mm brass. Not listable 
as manufacturer’s stock tokens have many uses, some of which are not for transport. 
Still it is nice to know about this one and Texas collectors still might like to 
have one. 

Dan Kilgore of Corpus Christi, Texas, reports a very nice pinback button that 
he picked up. Not a transportation token, certainly but a nice related item. The 
button is 32mm, with red & black printing on a yellow-orange background, inscribed 
MONIDA & YELLOWSTONE / STAGE CO. / M-Y (with a couple of decorations). If only 
the line had also used tokens. 

For years we had listed in the old Atwood Catalogue a brass ISmm token that 
Roland C. Atwood owned. It is inscribed simply SOUHEGAN / ELEC. CO. // (blank) 

I think it was listed under Maine or Wisconsin, but was removed because we could 
find no record of such a streetcar line. But I am still curious about the token, 
now owned by Hal Ford. Does anyone have any ideas about the token? 
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^ On page 77 of the June issue, Harold Ford mentioned a 28mm brass token that 
had been issued by Kalkaska Public Transit Authority of Kalkaska. Michigan. The 
token was not good for fare, but was handed out to riders to commemorate the i'lational 
Trout Festival in that town, I wrote the KPTA at P.O. Box 1046 - Kalkaska, MI 49646 
and sent them a dollar +SAE, and asked for a couple of the tokens. They sent them 
right back, together with a nice informative letter. They wrote: “Kalkaska County 
is the home of the annual National Trout Festival which is celebrated each year dur- 
ing the first weekend of Trout season, Kalkaska Public Transit Authority issued 
1,500 of these coins that were given out to oassengers riding the trolley during 
festival weekend." It's a really attractive token and, while not a listable fare 
token, still a nice addition to a collection. 

Recently I received a communication from a hotel in Clearwater, Florida, solici- 
ting a convention. The representative sent along two tokens of the Clearwater Pass 
Bridge. One of them is the listed FL 105 C. But the other one is unlisted, and pre- 
sumably a new issue. It's just like 105 C except that it does not have "One Two Axle 
Fare" on the reverse. That part is simply blank. 

Streetcars are coming back. Seattle is extending its Waterfront Streetcar tracks 
to the old Union Station, across the street from Amtrak's King Street Station. This 
line uses 1920's vintage Australian streetcars. Denver operates a streetcar along 
the Platte River. Fort Collins has passed its 50,000 rider mark so far and extended 
its streetcar tracks another 200 feet. Los Angeles has now tested one of its new 
Light Rail Vehicles on its Los Angeles-Long Beach Line, which will open to the public 
in July, 1990, But the best news for us is the McKinney Avenue streetcar line in 
Dallas. This line, nearly 3 miles long, uses vintage equipment and was built largely 
with the help of a wealthy local trolley fan. The Executive Director of the McKinney 
Avenue Transit Authority, as it styles itself, is former AVA member Harry K. Nicholls. 
The line will have 4 streetcars: a 1906 from Oporto, Portugal, built by Brill and 
fully restored. A 1925 Melbourne, Australia. Two old Dallas cars that has been 
fully restored. The line opened July 22 with a 25(t fare, to be increased to 50^ next 
month. On June 21 there was a Sneak Preview ride of the line, together with a pro- 
gressive dinner for invited guests. For the occasion an absolutely beautiful 32rmi 
bronze token was issued in limited quantities. The token pictures, of all things, 
the ancient car that is pictured on NM 430 A. Mr, Nicholls has supplied a quantity 
of this token to our New Issues Service at cost. He will also supply quantities of 
the other tokens — at least two more— that will soon be used on the line.

On June 18 the Las Colinas Area Personal Transit System opened to the public. 
This $45,000,000 system is l^s miles in length using computer-controlled (no operating 
personnal on board) rubber-tired electric cars that run on an elevated guideway. Ir- 
ving is a growing suburb of Dallas, and the system links 4 stations. There are now 
4 cars, each capable of seating 16 and holding 45 people. Fare is 50^, which must be 
paid by token (TX 460 A, listed this month) thru a turnstile. Tokens are bought at 
any of the stations. Eventually the system will be expanded to 5H miles and 25 sta- 
tions. 

Thanks to Bob Clifton for his efforts above & beyond the call of duty to get the 
tokens for Nev-^ Issues Service and the foregoing information. The obverse of the token 
is illustrated below (slightly reduced). It is also good for fare on water taxis (two 
tokens for the $1 fare) operated in the same area.

Lloyd Wagaman sent a rubbing of the New Harmony, IN, Fit tons Ferry 10c token, 
which is a new denomination for this set which was originally discovered in the 1950’ s 
by Ivan B. Cline. Lloyd does not own the token, however. 

The new token for the Detroit -Windsor Tunnel reflects the new rate of toll that 
went into effect March 26, 1989, when rates were increased from $1.25 to $1.50 (U.S.) 
or $1.75 (Canadian). Tokens are sold in rolls of 20 for $22.00 (U.S.) The general 
appearance of the new token is similar to MI 225 S which is pictured on page 532 of 
Volume II of the Atwood-Cof f ee Catalogue. That is, the two flags and bridge logo are 
as shown on the obverse of 225 S. The New Issues Service will be distributing the 
new token to its members in the near future. 

The Bronco Transit tokens of Western Michigan University's bus line that con- 
nects the east and west campuses were used in Kalamazoo until about six years ago 
when they became obsolete. At the time they were issued, according to information 
supplied by Mr. Smith, drivers did not carry cash, so any rider without exact change 
was given tokens in change. Fare was 35<;. So if you gave the driver $1 you got back 
a 50^ token and three 5C tokens. Only these two denominations were issued. Today 
the fare is still 35(1; but they use a coupon booklet (16 rides for $5) . Joel Reznlck 
has been trying to get a supply of these for our New Issues Service for several 
months, and has finally persuaded them to part with a supply. Accordingly, N.I.S. 
members will receive the two tokens. 

David Schenkman showed the ND 260 K token to John Coffee when John visited 
David at the Baltimore show of the Maryland Numismatic Association in June. The 
token is definitely an old one and shows some wear. The reverse inscription is 
unique, and one wonders why Mr. Young was worried about grips and telescopes. In 
any case, a fascinating old depotel type of token. 

Joel Reznick found the brass Kensington & Frankford Plank Road tokens in the 
Leonard Paul collection, which he will be auctioning this Fall. He asked John 
Coffee to check his token, and John has two brass "3" tokens himself. John and 
I checked our "6" tokens and both are definitely copper. Joel also definitely has 
a brass "3" in his personal collection. Thus these two tokens come both ways. 

Rather than list the brass tokens way at the end of the Philadelphia listings, we 
gave them special designations of DA and EA. But these are not minor varieties; 
they are major new listings. I would like any member who owns 750 D or E to check 
to see if his tokens are brass or copper. Many people, like John, may have brass 
ones. Except that the tokens are quite rare, so "many" is not really the right 
word in this case. 

We've known about the Dallas-Fort Worth Turnpike token ever since Duane Feisel 
obtained the Meyer & Wenthe records, but had never seen a specimen. The token's 
use is similar to that of the Kansas Turnpike tokens: you drove out to the restaur- 
ant on the turnpike and got the token to go back so you would not have to pay the 
toll. John Byars has now obtained the actual token so we can list it. Bill Garri- 
son is negotiating with the Turnpike to obtain a supply for the New Issues Service, 
and we expect to have a supply eventually. But please don't write the Turnpike as 
you won't get the token that way, and it might cause problems for Bill. 

There should be an article elsewhere in this issue about the Irving, TX, 
token and Bob Clifton has obtained a supply for the New Issues Service. 

The Spokane, WA, token is good for 75q in parking or a one-way bus ride. 

Tokens are given out by participating merchans to customers who buy at least $25 
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worth of goods. The New Issues Service has already distributed this token to its mem- 
bers . 

The amusement ride token was mentioned on page 32 of the March 1989 Fare Box. 

Since no one has written us about it as to a precise location, we shall assume it is 
a general issue used in various places, and list it accordingly. 

The new aluminum timetable token is distinctly different in appearance from AD 
and AE, already listed. John Coffee hopes to run a picture of the new one in the 
August or September issue after he returns to Boston. 

John Coffee thought that the NY 35 M token didn't look like normal white metal 
so he filed into it and, sure enough, it proved to be a plating over a brass token. 

So he took out the 35 L, listed in 1985, and that one also turned out to be a brass 
token that had a plating over it. 

Jerry Hilton also reported a token that may eventually be listed as a timetable 
token. This one is copper, 35TBm, but not perfectly round. It's kind of undulating. 

The inscription is: LACKAWANN A/ RAILROAD/ (in square) /THE ROAD OF ANTHRACITE/C.P . 
BARRETT/GEN. WEST. PASS. AGT. /CHICAGO //TO AND FROM EUROPE/NEW YORK /HOBOKEN /LACKA- 
WANNA TERMINALS/FERRY/TO/23rd ST . /CHRISTOPHER ST/BARCLAY ST. /ELLIS ISLAND/ (on hand) 

The Greenduck Co. Chicago. A lot of verbiage on a token! Anyway, before we list as 
a timetable, I'd like to know what goes to Europe and what goes to the ferry terminals, 
inasmuch as this was presumably issued by a railroad. We would need to know something 
more, because it does not seem to be a timetable for the issuing railroad. is it more 
likely a check showing where the railroad ships freight? In that case it would not, 
of course, qualify as a passenger timetable token. 

Harvey Ferman reports another woodnick of unknown origin or authenticity. This 
one says: ONE ROUND TRIP B FREE CHARTERED LIMO TOKEN // WOODEN NICKEL (INDIAN) 

A 38mm woodnick with blue lettering. Does it ring a bell with anyone?

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- THE 1989 A.V.A. CONVEITIOB AT DHSiUGO, COLORADO - 
By Chris O'Gocsor 

Durango, Colorado, was a last minute choice for the 39th Annual Convention 
of the American Vecturist Association. When Honolulu, HI', petered out as a drawing 
card it took some tough groundwork to get a substitute location with all the trimmings 
to go with it, and organising was slow to take off at first. 

However, August 9 dawned in the yalley as the vanguard of the 1989 convention 
hit town. The full caravan would be quartered by Friday morning. Thirty-eight 
vecturists with a support group of 30 spouses, family and friends would finally 
bed down between the hills and strut their stuff for the next few days. A strange 
and mysterious lot they were, these vecturists of '891 Sixteen states were 
represented in all on that weekend of August 11-13, 1989, get-together. 

The search for tokens got underway in earnest as early as 5 pm on Thursday, 

August 10, as over 20 vecturists converged in Joel's rooms after checking in and 

a quick wash and a bit to eat. Little else mattered except to pursue the quarry 
as numerous members brought in their stockbooks and midnight still saw the last 
hard core vecturists still in possession of Joel's quarters and still bartering 
tokens and spinning yarns of those tokens that were captured years ago when the 

hobby was young. Reluctantly a slow retreat was observed, finally, in the wee hours 

as the few remaining traders decided to seek cut their own rooms and get between the 
sheets for a couple of hours, to rest and regroup for the real thing at 9 am Friday, 
August 11, when the. Mesa Verde Room opened for the ofificial event of the day. 

More than a dozen large tables were positioned around the room and scores of 
stockbooks and boxes of vectuzes were displayed for the enjoyment of token seekers 
for the rest of the day. It was GO GO GO all day as such notables as Hemphill, 
Reznlck, Kerr, Schaetzel, Bolz, Elms, Mullins, Harris, Kolb, manned the fully laden 
tables while a brisk nine nours was spent catering to the Collectors who still had 
the energy to go on continued to battle for pieces needed to complete a town of state. 

At 2 pm the Executive Board retired from the floor to Joel's suite for their 
meeting. The usual stuff. Future sites and proposals, and of course Jim Hemphill, 
election chairman, had the ballots for Vice-President and Secretary. The votes 
had to be counted (results elsewhere) . Soon their business was concluded and they 
were back to the bourse room to pursue another hour there. Most of the members 
were now going away fully loaded, as in the case of Loretta Kolb she had completely 
sold out! Most other stockbooks were now well searched, so off to our rooms to 
wash and change for the bus to the Bar-D Ranch twelve miles north of town where 
a chuck wagon supper was served at 7:30 pm, followed by the Bar~D Wranglers who 
presented an old Vest stage show with music, songs and comedy. Vecturists were 
observed riding the Bar-D Short Line Railroad miniature train in' its loop around 
the spread. Never give up, do they! A midnight return to the Red Lion Inn saw 
most conventioneers glad to retire and get a night's sleep. 

Saturday morning the early birds were having breakfast at various places along 
the river or at Sixth Street eateries, eateries where hundreds of people were now 
preparing for the first trains out at 7;30 and 8:30 am. At 9:25 Joel was still on 
the platform with his entourage which now had seven extra souls for the trip that 
were late shows, so he was stuck up to his ears for a while as arrangements were made 
to place them on our scheduled 9:30 train. Finally he did it, and everyone boarded 
as Old 497 huffed and puffed and belched clouds of black si&oke into the morning air, 
as it started to pull ten coaches or gondola cars up the slightly inclined rail and 
across Sixth Street in a slow haul, before picking up speed as it moved along through 
the main street right-of-way and with steam whistle walling at the many cross streets, 
all traffic obeyed the grand old lady of another era as she lumbered away out of town 
and into the pastoral areas north of Durango. After Hermosa Meadows the woods closed 
in on our line and a steady climb for 20 miles gave the ’Old girl one hell of a time.

Ae the scenery becaae roore and iisore- breathtaking as we climbed high along the 
side of the mountain and negotiated some very sharp bends while looking straight 
down at the white water rapids of the Animas River far below, as it rushed thru 
wild rock formations where we could see rafters negotiating the falls and cascades 
along the miles to town, the locomotive was well put to it to keep moving. 

The full name of the river is El Rio de las Animas Perdidas, and it was 
discovered in 1776 by a ramshackle group of Spanish explorers led by Frs. Dominguez 
and Escalante, while in search of an overland route to California, with their mules 
and burros. I don't think any of them were vecturists, but who knows? The River 
of Lost Souls was so named for the mystery of the disappearance of the Anasazl 
people, or Ancient Ones, who inhabitatsd these rich valleys for over a thousand 
year, and left their marks in the caves and ledges hereabouts. 

High on the mountain side old 497 stopped to water up, and blow off pent-up 
steam, panting and overheated, it was now time for a slow descent into Silverton, 
45 miles and 3i hours after leaving Durango, At Silverton she was given 2 hours 
and 45 minutes to recover and prepare for the equally hard task of repeating the 
miles back to Durango, where arrival time was 6:15 pm. The grand old dame does 
this trip 7 days a week 6 months of the year. 

After a couple of hours in Silverton some of us opted to return by bus to 
Durango and this was equally spellbinding as the bus negotiated roads cut into the 
side of the mountain at places higher than the rail line below it. Arriving back 
at the Red Lion groups got together and went out to dl±tiexent places to eat Saturday 
night. The Kemphills, the Freemans, along with Godsoe and O'Connor went back to 
the Bar-D Ranch for the Saturday night fare, where about 600 people were dined and 
entertained under the moonlight. Others went to a melodrama in Durango, as well 
as Father Murphy and a few other nice in-town places, before retiring for the night. 

Sunday the 13th at 8 a.ffi. the business meeting was under way and the president 
for the next two years tobk the helm. Phil Lavorgna will have Gene Godsoe for his 
vice-president. The audit cotomittee was chaired by Larry Kemper and Resolutions 
by Loretta Kolb. The auction followed the meeting and ran to midday with active 
bidding for desirable tokens. Joel Reznick & Jim & Barbara Hemphill with assistance 
from Larry Freeman did an outstanding job in going thru the sale without a hitch. 
Accounts settled end most people were out on the way home by 2:30, A few stayed 
over until Monday.

INC. /ONE/WAY/FARE Nice-looking token, probably fora rubber-tired trolley operation. 
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BINDING AN UNLISTED SOUTH DAKOTA TOKEN 
By Robert Ritterband 

As reth'ees my wife and I spend a great deal of time conducting senior citizen 
outings all over the country. Early in June we took a group of 44 folks on a 
six-day air-and-bus jaunt from Los Angeles to Mount Rushmore, by way of Denver. 
At the foot of the National Monument is the small town of Keystoiie, devoted largely 
to travelers' meals, museum displays and souvenir stores. Also on hand this time 
was a young man along the curb, squeezing out elongated cents for keepsake sales 
to the tourists. 

Naturally I had to have one made for my collection, and ended up buying a 
handful of other issues he had produced in recent years. Upon returning home 
I looked over the pieces more carefully, and quickly spotted a sUre-enough trans- 
portation token never before reported. The wording on it reads: IRON HORSE 
RAILROAD/ (PICTURE OF ANTIQUE LOCOMOTIVE) /ONE RIDE/THE FORT, CUSTER, 
S.D. 

My subsequent correspondence with the penny producer, and phone calls to 
The Fort, have brought out the following information. Custer is an early 
gold-mining center about 25 miles south of Keystone, and The Fort is a large 
restaurant north of town of Highway 385. At The Fort there is a small shopjaing 
plaza and an area for presenting western mxisic shows. Surrounding all of it has 
been a 24" gauge passenger ride, in a loop of maybe a half mile. The owner of 
The Fort told me the locomotive was a scale replica df an 1863 wood-burner (a diesel 
now, of course) with enough open passenger cars ' to handle 200 people at a time. 
The locomotive had been manufactured by Chance Industries of Wichita, KS, and 
the installation began operations nearly five years ago. Then about two years ago, 
a lack of riders induced the sale of the entire layout to a 60-acre fun park, not 
far west of Custer. 

Now comes the "Squeezed Penny." Train riders at The Fort were charged 
$1 per person, but the ticket takers did not accept cash. Each passenger was 
obliged to purchase a token (an already elongated cent) from a nearby booth, and 
surrender it for his ride. The same tokens would be resold later by The Fort to 
other passengers. For the only souvenirs of the trip, some of the coins were 
center-punched and sold at the end of the ride for 50<l: each. The intact rolled 
pieces were specifically transportation tokens; the punched ones were not! 

When the operation shut down, the owner apparently returned all the elongated 
coins to the outfit which had produced them. It is. expected that enough copies 
are still on hand for our New Issues Service to buy a good supply for member 
distribution. (Watch THE FARE BOX for more on this subject.) In October we 
will take another tour group for a similar visit to Albuquerque and Santa Fe, New 
Mexico. You can just bet that I'll keep my eyes wide open for further token 
discoveries !

One Is The T ramways of Brazil by Allen Morrison {200 pages softbound, profusely 
iMustrate^l . This abstruse subject is covered with extreme competence and thor- 
oughness. Every streetcar line in Brazil, city by city, is described, usually with 
lots of pictures. There are beautiful enlarged photos of some of the striking 
borsecar tickets. Brazil, .which had 100 streetcar systems, had one of the world's 
first horsecar lines, in 18S9, a line that predated every European streetcar line 
except one in France. We now know that there are some 10,000 varieties of 
transportation tokens from Brazil. This enormous, unexplored field is Just now 
being opened up, and this book is an extremely valuable guide. It's available for 
$ 18.00 postpaid from Harold E. Cox - 80 Virginia Terrace - Forty Fort, PA .18704. 
Also available from Mr. Cox, for $9 postpaid, is Street Cars to Old Orchard Beach , 
an excellent large-format 64-page softbound book, profusely~Tllustrated, about the 
Blddeford & Saco RR and connecting lines, by O. R. Cummings & Edward D. 
Leavitt. it Is extremely well written, loaded with bid photos, including photos 
of old tickets and transfers. I commend it to you. 

Dick Grinolds writes that he had picked up "a smalt quantity of Ml 65 G which 
now catalogs $20. 1 am offering them for $10.00 plus a SASE for as long as they 

last." Obviously the catalogue value of that one should now be halved. Dick also 
reports his good fortune In acquiring IN 140 A, the census-2 Brazil depotel, from 
a non-member. I have 140 B myself, having acquired it from a party in Brazil 
who got it from the widow of General George Armstrong Custer, of all people. Dick 
also reports that he has owned ND 260 K (listed July 1989) for a number of years. 

In the New Finds Dept., also, Larry Freeman writes that he has acquired 
a celluloid Brooklyn Line token like OH 175 E-J, except that this one is dark 
orange, and is translucent, whereas all Larry's other Brooklyn Line cells are 
opaque. A very nice find! In Perfect Condition, he adds. 

Ceraid Riedel sends a pamphlet put out by PAT of Pittsburgh, explaining 
that they plan to increase fares to $1.10. Of Interest to us is that they plan to 
start using tokens for the Monongahela Incline, at $5 for 6 tokens. 

Alan Weigheil reports that cash fares in Toronto are now $1.10, with tokens 
selling at $ 7,50 for 8. I wonder what the lowest big city fare is now. 
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Recently the Boston Globe carried an interesting article about the new bus 
line on the Island of Martha’s Vineyard, off the south coast of Massachusetts. What 
caught my attention was the mention of their using tokens. So of course I sent 
them $3 +SAE and asked for some tokens. Back came two tokens In my envelope 
with no comment whatever. So when they' started using them, or what the fare 
Is, I have no idea. The tokens are really beautiful: big thick 34mm brass 
Inscribed MARTHA'S VINEYARD / TRANSIT AUTHORITY / MARTHA’S VINEYARD 
/ ISLAND / (MAP OF ISLAND) II ONE-WAY / FARE. Below are 2x enlarged photos 
of obverse and reverse of the token, I am certain we'll be able to obtain a 
quantity for the New Issues Service. 



Recently I acquired one of those fascinating huge Brazil aluminum 
transportation tokens. This one is aluminum, 50mm, with 5 tiny holes In its center, 
inscribed EMPREZA / BRASILEIRA DE OMNIBUS / SECCAO II (incused numeral) . 
1 don't know if this is a zone check or a fare token, but it's an attention-grabber. 
Below are exact-size photos of both sides of the token:

Ed Saunders, a former member, writes and asks about the NJ 250 A that come 
with counters tamped numerals on the obverse. He has one with a ”2" and one 
with a "1" and wonders what the numbers are for. I've known about these for 
some time, but no one has ever explained what the numbers are for. Taxicab 
numbers? if anyone can enlighten us, please write. 


Lee Nott reports picking up a 23mm brass token Inscribed, in incuse letters: 
B. & W. PL. RD. I 5 with blank reverse. Presumably a plank road token, but 
does anyone have any ideas about it. 

Jerry Adams writes from Keller, TX; "I was wondering if you would consider 
these railroad pass tokens as "metal passes" as described on page xl in the 
Introduction to the Fourth Edition. I assume they are from the Illinois Central 
Railroad. I only bought 3 from this lady, but she must have had 50 or so, bnd 
there was at least one alciminum one. I really didn't think they would be listed 
as transportation tokens, but I may be wrong." ; Jerry included rubbings of 3 
different types of the pass token listed this month as IL 999 V and W. These 
things are showing up all over the place and certainly are quite common. I have 
several types myself. They may have been used as passes at one time, but 1 also 
am certain that they were used more frequently as too! checks. 

Rudolph Peters sends along a very attractive 39mm aluminum token inscribed 
REGIONAL TRANSIT AUTHORITY / (STREETCAR 8 BUS) II RTA / MOVING / 
FORWARD. The obverse die work is very similar to LA 670 M — the same streetcar 
and bus. Rudolph wrote the Regional Transit Authority In New Orleans in 1985 
after he had acquired the big aluminum token, and they replied: "I believe the 
item you referred to In your recent letter is RTA's doubloon. Doubloons, targe 
aluminum 'coins,' are minted by most Carnival krewes and used as throws during 
the Carnival season. They become prized possessions on Mardi Gras Day in New 
Orleans. These doubloons are not used as a fare token; they are only used as 
a promotional item." So If you come across one of these you will know that it was 
not good for fare. Nevertheless it's a very nice big token to put In your collection 
next to the other RTA tokens of New Orleans. Below are exact size photographs 



I keep back issues of THE FARE BOX in two big 4-drawer file cabinets. The 
one with the last six or seven years of issues Is an ancient one, vintage probably 
from the 1930's, which was given to me by the Archeological Institute of America 
back in 1954 when they moved. It has served me well until now. Unfortunately 
I can't get the thing open! The key turns, but it doesn't engage the locking 
mechanism to release the drawers. They really made them solid in the old days. 
If any reader has a suggestion on how I can get this thing open, please let me 
hear from you. Meanwhile, no back issues will be available, unfortunately. 
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PITTSBURGH’ S TRAN SPORT ATI. OH TOKENS 
By Rich Bottles Jr. 

From : the old riverboats that once took the southbound loads of produce off 
the backs of packhorses to the new subway syste-a that whisks weary businessmen 
across town, the City of Pittsburgh was founded and has prospered through its access 
to transportation* 

Exonumia, the study of tokens and medals, has helped preserve this vital aspect 
of Pittsburgh's history and has allowed collectors to experience a more detailed 
and personal view of the city's evolution. 

Although the subway is now free within the city limits, there was a time when 
a person couldn't even cross the Allegheny River without paying. The bridge tolls 
and horsecar fares that were necessary to commute from the Allegheny City side of 
the river to downtown Pittsburgh were often represented by tokens. 

The earliest, and probably most sought after, Pittsburgh transportation token 
depicts one of the first commercial methods that residents used to travel across 
the metropolitan area. A 45imn oval token of black vulcanite issued by the 
Pittsburgh, Allegheny & Manchester Passenger Railway Co. depicts an omnibus that 
it purchased from Mary Hartman in 1859. Although the purchase reflected a nlajor 
advance in Pittsburgh transportation, as the horse-drawn omnibus cars of the city 
were being replaced by the smoother and faster ral^l-guided horsecars, the issue of 
the token with the omnibus pictorial was probably /an early attempt by the company 
to as.sociate itself with the popular omnibus line ^hat Mrs. Hartman operated, in the 
mid-1800's. 

Mrs, Hartman didn't operate her line solely .to alleviate people's commuting 
problems, however, since her omnibus traveled from the corner of Penn Avenue., and 
St. Clair Street in downtown Pittsburgh, across the St. Clair-Sixth Street Bridge, 
along Federal and Ohio Streets in Allegheny City, and up the Allegheny & Manchester 
Plank Road to Reserve Township where her tavern was conveniently located. The rather 
pleasant scene displayed on the token was likely meant to remind the new railway 
patrons of their past omnibus trips upon tree-lined roads with the river on one side 
and an array of ponds and flora on the other, and of the home-made wines, sleigh 
rides and dancing that awaited them at the tavern. 

The Incorporation of the Pittsburgh, Allegheny & Manchester Passenger Railway 
Company on April 29, 1859, made it the first street railway company to operate 
in Pittsburgh and the city subsequently gave its consent for two routes to be 
constructed from the corner of Penn and St. Clair streets to woods Run. 

One route traveled to Manchester via Federal and West Ohio streets, and Western 
and Beaver avenues, while the other Intersected Western Avenue ‘after traveling 
Federal, General Robinson and Rebecca-Reedsdale streets. Broad painted stripes of 
yellow, red or green on the sides of the cars indicated what route the cars were 
traveling. 

In addition to the 45mm piece [PA 765 A], the Pittsburgh, Allegheny & Manchester 
Passenger Railway also issued two smaller five-cent fare tokens of the same oval 
shape and hapd-rubber composition, which bear the names of company officials J. 
Kirkpatrick [PA 755 B] and H. Irwin [PA 765 C] respectively. All three varieties 
are rare and demand is high for the pieces because of their age and unusual shape. 

Another series of rare horsecar tokens was issued by the Pittsburgh, Oakland 
& East Liberty Passenger Railway Co. It has been assumed that a price war between 
local transportation companies prompted this firm to issue five celluloid tokens 
of different colors and that a consolidation with a smaller competitor one year 
later caused a quick, and very effective, withdrawal of the pieces from circulation. 

The spectral series of five tokens, which all h$ve a center hole and are 22inni 
in diameter, allowed the passengers with white tokens [PA 765 D] to commute from 
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the City to East liberty, blue tokens [PA 765 E] to Oakland, brown tokens [PA 
765 F] to Soho, purple tokens [PA 765 G] to school, and black tokens [PA 765 H] 
to anywhere for free. The black token may have been used for special police or 
fire personnel purposes, while the purple token, which could be the rarest of 
all Pittsburgh transportation tokens, was probably sold at half fare. 

Although the "Manchester Line" got the jump on its railway construction, 
the Pittsburgh, Oakland & East Liberty Passenger Railway Co. was incorporated 
under the same April, 1859, legislation and was allowed to build a railway line 
from Market Street in downtown Pittsburgh to the village of East Liberty via Third 
and Fourth Avenues, Grant Street, and Fifth and Highland Avenues. In January, 
1872, the company was reorganized as simply the Pittsburgh, Oakland and East Liberty 
Railway Company and became the first railway line in the city to utilize a cable 
system, in 1888, although the firm soon changed over to an electric system when 
that innovation was introduced to the transportation industry. 

ELECTRIC RAILWAYS 

Of the two original electric railway lines in Pittsburgh, the most successful 
was probably the Federal Street & Pleasant Valley Passenger Railway Company. 
Although the firm installed its electric system in 1889, it had been operating a 
horsecar system since 1868 that began at the corner of Fifth Avenue and Smithfijeld 
Street in Pittsburgh, traveled Seventh and Liberty Avenues, crossed the Ninth Street 
Bridge, and concluded at the Hilldale-Uniondale Cemetjery. 

Thus in a spdn of a little over 20 years the Federal Street & Pleasant Valley 
company graduated to a successful electric system after having started out with 
mule-drawn horsecars, which resembled omnibuses because the entrance of the cars 
was at the rear and the passengers had to walk to the front to deposit their fares 
before taking a seat. 

The three varieties of Federal Street & Pleasant Valley transportation tokens 
are the most accessible of Pittsburgh's horsecar tokens and can still be found 
for sale between $50 and $75, while the prices for horsecar tokens from other 
firms surpass $100 and are usually determined through private transactions. The 
Federal Street vulcanite pieces are 22mm in diameter and have a center hole. The 
most common of the three is black in color [PA 765 I] while the two rarer brown 
colored tokens have different styles of edges [PA 765 J»K]. The Central Passenger 
Railway Co. [PA 765 L] , the Pittsburgh Union Passenger Railway Co. [PA 765 M] , 
and the Transverse Passenger Railway Co. (T.P.R.)[PA' 765 AF] also Issued horsecar 
tokens, but all three of their fare tokens are very rare. 

The innovation of electric railways not only sent all the horses to pasture 
in the 1890's, but it created a magnetic field of consolidation for many of the 
companies. The Central Passenger Railway, which began operations in 1869, joined 
the Pittsburgh, Oakland & East Liberty in becoming parts of the Consolidated 
Traction Co., while the lines of the Federal Street, Allegheny & Manchester, and 
Union Passenger railways became the properties of the United Traction Co. 

Since electricity allowed railways to cross the city faster and more 
economically, it wasn't long before that source of energy was applied to the problem 
of commuting over the hilly terrains of the Pittsburgh area. Over the years the 
terrains leading to certain suburban and Industrial areas of the City prompted the 
construction of 20 Inclined railways, although not all of the" systems were open 
to the public. 

The only Pittsburgh incline system known to use its own tokens was the 
southside’s St. Clair Incline Plane Company, which pulled its two passenger cai^s 
up approximately 370 feet at a 12° angle from the corner of Josephine Street and 
22nd Avenue to Salisbury Street. The company began operating in, 1892 and the 
incline could still be seen against the hill in 1935, although it probably ceased 
operations more than a decade earlier. 
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Besides tickets, two varieties of fare tokens were used on the St. Clair Incline. 
Both are of a white-metal nickel.-like composition and are d-Oram in diameter, but 
one variety [PA 765 P] has a star cut out from the center while the other [PA 765 
Q] is solid. The two tokens are valued in the $50 range. 


The larger electric railway and incline companies of the late 19th Century 
still could not withstand the monopolizing efforts that the Southern Traction Co. 
started in 1900, however. In 1902 the firm changed its name and continued to expand 
as the Pittsburgh Railways Company. ; By 1918 this company owned 1,630 passenger 
cars, 229 service cars, 33 operating car houses, 53 miscellaneous buildings, 167 
bridges, a number of inclines, and the Mount Washington Tunnel. During that year 
the company transported over 250 million passengers more than 33 million miles. 


With such a strong patronage the company needed a large supply of fare tokens, 
especially since it raised the price of fares in both 1919 and 1922. As a result 
the tokens issued by the company are still very common and have a collectors’ value 
of about 25d. Coincidentally, non-collectors often place a high value on the most 
common variety of these tokens [PA 765 Z], a ZOmm brass piece featuring the date 
1922 and picturing a streetcar. 


PITTSBURGH * S BRIDGES 

Although the hilly terrain makes transportation in Pittsburgh difficult the 
fact that three major rivers also converge around the city certainly doesn't help 
the situation and, as a result, the number of highway bridges over 20 feet in length 
within the city is now 325. Near the turn of thd century in Pittsburgh at least 

two bridges over the Allegheny River used fare tokens. 

The most prolific issuer of bridge tokens in the city was the Ewalt Street 
Bridge Co. At a cost of $200,000 the company finished construction of a bridge 
in 1870 that connected Lawrenceville , on the Pittsburgh side of the river, to Mlllvale 
Borough. The Zt toll was .paid on the Lawrenceville side. The bridge, which changed 
its name to the 43rd Street Bridge when the adjoining street was renamed, consisted 
of an open pedestrian walkway facing Pittsburgh and a covered thoroughfare that 
was wide enough for both a wagon and an equestrian to pass side by side, and high 
enough for a hay wagon to pass underneath. Although Allegheny County purchased 
the bridge for $112,000 in June, 1912, and eliminated the toll, it wasn't long 
afterwards that the Department of War declared the structure, which was built 20 

feet above the water, as unnavigable and ordered its removal. The bridge was sub- 

sequently sold to the Diamond Match Company in 1924, ■Which seemed only fitting since 
the bridge had caught fire several times over the years'. 

The most common variety of this bridge's brass tokens emphasizes the earlier 
name of the Ewalt Street Bridge Co. [PA 765 RJ, while the other pieces only make 
reference to the 43rd Street Bridge [PA 765 S,SA,T,Ul. The varieties vary in size 
from ZOmm to 23mm and range in value from $50 to $100. 

When the municipality of Allegheny City was annexed to Pittsburgh in 1907 and 
became known as the North Side, the City of Pittsburgh decided to abolish all the 
local toll bridges and began by offering $150,000 for the North Side-Seventh Street 
Bridge in 1908. 

The offer prompted the owners of the nearby Ninth Street Bridge Co. to file 
a lawsuit against the City, however, for fear that a free bridge right next door 
would ruin their business. The City later offered $250,000 for the Ninth Street 
Bridge, but it took the efforts of a citizens' group finally to close the overall 
deal. The North Side Bridge, which had separate lanes for trolleys, horses and 
pedestrians, was finished in 1885 and accepted tolls until 1911. It was replated 
in the late 1920's. The tokens [PA 765 AD], which bear the name of Superintendent 
R.L. Orr, are brass, 26inm, and demand a price of at least $150. 

As with the bridges, the local government later took control of the remaining 
inclines, streetcar systems and bus lines. The Port 4uthority of Allegheny County 
now operates the city's subway system, buses and both the Duquesne Heights and 
Mcnocgahela inclines.

BUi Garrison was able to obtain a supply 
from the' source for New Issues Service. The Roger Williams Mint struck this 
token . 

CA 1000 BG was struck by Anillo of California. About 20 years ago many 
Anillo dies iij/ere available and many uniface strikes were made. Hence we knew 
of the existence of this token. We did not know what was on the reverse until 
an actual specimen of the original token was discovered. 

Jerry Hilton sent me two I.G.R.R. PASS tokens which he offered In an ad 
in the July 1989 issue. Hence the two new IL 999 listings. He states he was 
a conductor on the SCRR for 25 years and is now retired. In 1963 he was given 
12 of these tokens by a conductor who was In his 70's then, and now deceased, 
and was informed these, issues were used as passes on the ICRR suburban trains 
way before the turn of the century. The brass on a main line and the aluminum 
on the Blue island branch line. When they became obsolete these things were 
used as too! checks, lantern checks, etc. He cannot at this time verify if this 
information Is accurate but we publish It for what it’s worth. 

Dave Mullins researched the Fayetteville, TN, listing and reports that El^ijah 
Norris is thought to have been the first white settler In the Fayetteville area (in 
the late 18th Century) and Norris Creek, which runs thru Fayetteville, is named 
for him. The Norris Creek Turnpike was opened approximately 1890, The Fayette- 
ville, Mulberry & Lynchburg Turnpike was opened about 1870 as a separate 
operation. Apparently at some later date they came to be owned by the same 
company. 

The McKinney Avenue Transit Authority issues were struck by Osborne 
Coinage of Cincinnati. There was an article about these tokens in the July Fare 
Box. The TX 255 U measures 16.51mm, hence the 17mm listing. The New Issues 
Service has a supply of all of these tokens for its members. 

Louis Crawford reported TX 445 O. Bill Garrison made a number of phone 
calls and learned that two additional woodniks had been Issued. TX 445 O and 
P were issued when the amusement park was on the southwest side of Houston. 

TX 445 Q was issued after the park was moved to the southeast side. All the 

Woodniks are now obsolete. Bill purchased the remaining supply and handle sales 
since he couldn't obtain a sufficient quantity for N.I.S. Specimens are available 
at his cost +SAE. Quantities of each Issue vary so the early bird gets all three. 
Write Bill Garrison at 9505 Normandy Ave. - Morton Grove, IL 60053. 

The first LAKE CHELAN'S RED APPLE TROLLEY woodnik was listed September 
1988. Now we have two more to list. Jim Hemphill was able to get a supply of 
each for N.I.S. 

Early this year Glen Williams purchased a roll of the black plastic adult 

Watertown, Wl, tokens and noted a few were an unlisted issue. After a number 

of phone calls and some correspondence Bill Garrison was able to secure a supply 
for N.I.S. He reports the adult fare Is now $1,00. 

We now have two Clearwater, FL, issues to list If we can verify that they 
are regular Issues available from the source and not odd balls which would deserve 
verbiage. Several times we've mentioned a FL 105 C with two reverses. Then 
last month John Coffee picked up a token he described on page 88 of the July 
issue that lacks "One Two Axle Fare" on its reverse- We hope someone In the 
area can check the source re these two issues and get specimens. Otherwise we 
shall eventually deny listings and give verbiage to them only. 

Glen Williams notes that WA 300 I, listed 7/88, comes with die varieties. The 
Feisel parking token catalogue lists these varieties. Reverse: right upright of 
M in MERCHANTS down to (a) E or (b) V. 
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Al Zaika reports the New Jersey Highway Authority recently increased the 
passenger car toll by a dime but did not issue new tokens. As a result a roll 
of tokens has been reduced from 40 to 30 tokens for $t0.00. We also have learned 
that 570 C, the listed passenger car issue. Is still in use plus a similar unlisted 
one that has the OC mintmark on its obverse. Two mints struck the passenger 
car tokens. Obviously one order arrived first and that’s the one supplied to our 
New Issues Service. Now the second mint’s tokens (Osborne Coinage) have 

arrived and the tokens are all mixed together. We hope some local collector will 
visit the Authority and secure a quantity of the new mintmarked token, because 
the Authority declines to spend the time sorting out 250 of the newer ones for 
us. We have also learned that a new 25mm "bus Fare" token has been issued. 
We hope that we shall be able to obtain that one, anyway, for the New issues 
Service. 


THE TRIALS & TRIBULATIONS OF THE 1989 AVA TOUR TOKEN 

By Joel J. Reznick 

Early in June after 1 had decided to produce a .999 silver tour 
token for our Durango convention, T contacted a mint that had bqen 
highly recommended, the Hall Brothers Mint of Morgan, Utah. 

We worked together preparing artwork, after which work began 
on the dies. About three weeks before the convention, while he was 
working on the reverse die, Evan Hall (the die-cutter) fell off a 
cliff while out with his Boy Scout troop, and broke his back. Larry 
Hall tried to strike the incomplete die in silver, but the strike 
was poor . since Even would not be able to recut a new die for some 
time, I opted to have 65 pieces struck in brass so that those 
attending the convent!ion would have a tour token. Then we would 
produce the silver pieces later. 

Armed with the brass pieces, we went to Durango. At the 
convention it became obvious to me that having two tokens would 
create chaos and dissention. After checking with President . Phil 
Lavorgna and Past Presidents Jim Hemphill and Chris O’Connor, I 
decided to stay with the brass token only. An additional 235 pieces 
will be struck with the same dies, will be the ONLY 1989 tour token, 
and will be priced at the usual $6.00. 

If you have sent additional funds to Jim Hemphill for the silver 
token, he will be happy to send it back to you, or you can leave 
it in your New Issues fund for future purchases. If you chose to 
refuse the tour token because of its price, and now wish to get one, 
let Jim know that, too. If you attended the convention, even though 
the original cost of $60 DID NOT include a silver token, if you will 
send me a postage-free envelope, I will send, each attendee a $10 
refund. Sorry about this, fellow AVA'ers, but I guess I really 
painted myself into a corner this time — and I believe this is the 
best solution. 

One thing's for sure. We had one great convention. Hope you 
can be with us next yearl ‘

I have heard from John Nicolosi, who lives in Santa Cruz, and Hal [^ord who 
lives in Moraga, California, and both survived the earthquake with no difficulties 
beyond a few things knocked off shelves. I hope this was the case with all of 
our members in the Bay Area. 

Last month 1 mentioned that I was unable to get into one of my file cabinets, 
the one containing back issues of The Fare Box. I am pleased to report that 
one of my students who assisted in getting out the August 6 September issues 
on October 1, was able to get It open without ruining it. So once again I have 
back Issues of The Fare Box available to those who might be interested in them. 

I had a nice chat over the telephone recently with Bill Garrison, who has 
been in communication with the transit authority on Martha's Vineyard Island here 
in Massachusetts. We shall be getting a supply of the beautiful brass token that 
was pictured last issue, as well as one that was used earlier about which 1 knew 
nothing. So two new tokens from Martha's Vineyard will be going out to members 
of the New Issues Service presently. I have also finally found someone In the 
MBTA in Boston who could sell us a supply of the recently issued brass subway 
token that was listed as MA 115 AN in the January issue. Jim Hemphill has 
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ordered a supply for the New Issues Service. BiSi is still working on getting a 

supply of TX 256 A, listed last July. We'U have them eventually, so don't go 

overboard and pay a lot for this token. 

Speaking of paying a lot for tokens, Ha! Ford received art interesting note 
from Irwin Reuben of Dayton, OH, excerpts from wluch follow; "A couple months 
ago 1 wrote to Jim HemphUi telling him that i could obtain 90 specimens of OH 230 
AG {listed July 1985 at $100; the aluminum City Railway token of Dayton) for the 
New Issues Service. He told me that was scarcely enough and that the asking price 
of $2 apiece was too high. The token has since been offered in The Fare Box for 
$10 and the official catalogue value was dropped to $10 the following month. In 
response to a local newspaper classified ad ! had met a non-collector who had 90 
of these tokens. Realizing how plentiful they had become 1 purchased only ten from 
him, and wrote Jim.", Irwin added that he has since been told that someone has 
approximately one thousand of these OH 230 AG tokens, and that one member who 
paid $100 for it early on, was so disillusioned that he dropped his AVA membership, 
i can only add that there's always the chance this will happen, that a token you 

pay a lot of money for will turn up in quantity. In the case of OH 230 AG, I 

suspect $2 would be a better price than $10, for a catalogue value. Several tokens 
listed at high prices in the catalogue have since turned up in quantity. Occasionally 
1 see these being auctioned with the old- and no longer valid catalogue value bejng 
given. Be sure to look- at my Introduction to the 1987 Catalogue Supplement. 
Several of the tokens in this category are mentioned there, 

Everett Mastrich recently sent me a beautiful 25mm white metai token that 
is now being used on the Harris County Toii Road near Houston, TX. I am putting 
2X enlarged photos of obverse & reverse below. Bill Garrison called the Authority 
and he wiif be getting a supply of this token for our New Issues Service soon. I 
believe the token is good for 75<: in toll.

Next to the Harris County token above, to its right, are exact size photos 
of a 38mm woodnick with red lettering. A while back Wlnford Nowell sent me a 
copy of a newsletter called Carousel which caters to the carnival industry. The 
issue featured a story about Rogers Brothers Shows and included the following; 
"Rogers Bros. Shows uses a combination of tickets and tokens for its admission 
system. The show started converting to tokens last season and is slowly elimin- 
ating tickets except for advance sales and specials. The token system has been 
very successful and... the breakage is much greater. Possibly many people take 
them home as souvenirs." So of course 1 wrote them to see what they were using 
and back came the above w^oodnick loose in an envelope with no comment. Dakota 
County is in Minnesota, but 1 don't know what town was the site for the Fair. 
As the token came directly from the using source it's listable. But I suspect they 
issue different wood tokens for each location. Probably there are more of these 
to De reported in due time. Can anyone up in Minnesota assist us on these? 
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The author has been a collector of world wide ti*anait passes for several 
years. A quite interesting Droitwich Canal piece cawe to me via another 
collector who was living in Hong Kong. After several letters, a nwltiple 
token / medal swap was arranged and the piece was acquired. Being unlisted in 
Smith's various works, I set about trying to attribute location, iTilntage. age 
etc. From obverse or reverse inscriptions no exact location could be 
determined. The name Droitwich sounded English so the UrJLted Kingdom would be 
ny starting point. Tte world atlas was referenced, the rivers and waterways 
listings were limited to major types, and we.re of no help. The city listings 
were consulted and there was indeed a Dr-oitwich in Erjgland. I was getting 
closer i 

My second step was to write and send rubbings to several A. V. A. and 
T.A. M. S. members residing in the United Kingdom. Information was also 
requested from two prominent British token and medal dealers. I received one 
return letter with some basic information about the piece but no positive 
attribution souxee. Other token reference 'J^rks having United Kingdom material 
also yielded no results. The efforts died at that point with a itental note 
being made to contini^ when other pertinent resource material became available. 

Alrrost two years later, I received a no-fce from the person I obtained the 
pass from with a positive attribution ettacli^. He had stumbled upon the story 
and a picture of the pass in reading an old work related periodical. The 
article included date of issue, location of usage, cost, and an address!!! 

A letter requesting additioViai information from the issuing agency was posted 
tte next day, only to be returned with the agency having moved some time 
before. 

The Droitwich Canal in Worcestershire, England was an old barge canal that 
had fallen into disrepair over the years and was eventually abandoned. In the 
late 1970 's a restoration project was started with completion expected in 1982. 
As a fund raiser the medallions were sold for 50 Bounds until January 1980 ■ 
after which they were raised in price to 75 Bounds. The bearer is entitled to 
navigate the barge and junction canals free of charge for life. Each medallion 
was engraved with the contributors name and registration number on the reverse 
side. 

The authors piece is not engraved, and was obtained by its original owner 
from a coin dealer in Hong Kong. The token is 50ram in diameter, 4mro thick in a 
dark bronze composition. The obverse shows a barge stopped at a lock with the 
reverse having the permit verbiage. Efforts at attribution of similar items 
can provide many hours of enjoyment to the collector.

The 7th In a series of Balboa Fun Zone (Newport Beach, CA) woodnicks 
will be available to our New issues Service members. We assume 10,000 were 
issued as were of most, if not all, of the previous listings. 

At least eight small operations in Tulare County, CA, use the same tokens 
we list under the county seat, Visalia. Thanks to several months of effort by 
Bill Garrison we have obtained a supply for the NJ.S. 

The CA tOOC SMAT listing is the 7th in an annual Santa Maria Area Transit 
series. This woodnick Issue is distributed by the manager at meetings and on 
other occasions. It Is good for half the price of a full fare (but two of them 
are not good for a full fare; you must pay the difference in cash). The N.I.S. 
will distribute this one to its members. 

The Kit Carson County Carousel woodnick from Buriington, CO, is the 
second from this operation. CO 110 A was fisted 7/87. The N.I.S. has a supply 
of this token. 

A background article on the 1989 A.V.A. Convention tour token appeared 
on page 116 of the September Fare Box. The New Issues Service has a supply 
of this token for its members. 

See the story by Joel Reznick on the A!my Express token, ex-Unld. #133 
relisted from Chicago, elsewhere in this issue. 

Bob Saxon reported an unlisted Adrian, Ml, plastic we are still working 
on for N.I.S. I asked Paul Cunningham to check It out, since he lives nearby, 
and he discovered three other plastic new issues, all of which the N.I.S. will 
have available. The Pb is used by Community Mental Health; Pr has 

miscellaneous usage; Pz is used by the Department on Aging. 

Ludlngton, MI, Mass Transit Authority purchased a 1963 Bristol double-deck 
bus. This past Memorial Day weekend service commenced on an hour-long tour 
of Lake Michigan shoreline and the Ludington waterfront ' district. Service is 
daily 12 Noon to 9 p.m. Fare is $1; seniors S children 50C. Tokens are available 
thru area merchants. The N.I.S,, will handle this one for its members. 
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The MN 765 listings are for a privately owned bridge that spans the 
Mississippi River between St. Paul Park and Inver Grove Heights. The original 
bridge was built in 1894. The current bridge swings open from the middle to 
allow barges through. Cars run on it,, as well as trains. The State gave it 
up in 1982 and it was purchased by a private party, who turned it Into a 
private toli bridge. The new owner. Bill Gardner, issued the seven listed 
plastic tokens. Approximately 20,000 were Issued around December, 1982. 
There is no known significance in the different colors. The green issue is now 
obsolete. After this N.l.S. purchase, fewer than 50 of them remain. The 
yellow token has not yet been released for circulation. The one-way toll is 
TSt. Tokens are sold in bulk at 40 for $28.00. The N.l.S. has a supply of 
these seven tokens for Its members. 

With respect to the two unidentified tokens, John Byars picked up the 
fibre merry-go-round token at a collectors' show In Austin, Texas. George 
Hosek reports that the Vanderkolk token was unearthed via a metal detector 
near Fremont, Nebraska. He states that Dutch names are not common In 
Nebraska; more common in Iowa. He researched his Nebraska directories and 
could not attribute this token to Fremont. 

James J. KruckI recently picked up a listable aluminum token. It Is 2Smm 
inscribed ONE/FARE/SPARTA/BUS. (on obverse). He did not mention what 
was on the reverse so we assume it Is blank. Jim states the only bus Sparta, 
Ml, ever saw was a Greyhound, Sparta, Wl, i$ a possibility, but are there 
other towns named Sparta In the U.S.A. or Canada? For that matter, Sparta 
could be the owner's name! Any suggestions before we list this as Unidentified? 

Ml 225 U, listed 7/89, wili not be handled by the New Issues Service unless 
we can get a local collector to pick up a supply. Bill Garrison was only able 
to purchase one roll of 20 tokens. The contact stated flatly, "one roll to a 

customer . **

PROBING THE UNKNOWN 
By Joel J. Reznick 

About four years ago Paul Cunningham, Bob Thomas and I were successful In 
obtaining the duplicate "book" of Ray Byrne. We split up the wonderful vectures 
in as equitable a manner as possible, and I ended up with, among others. Uniden- 
tified #133. 

Inasmuch as it was made in Chicago my first thoughts were that it might 
be from here. At the Chicago Historical Society I found an 1893 Polk Directory 
that advised that Miles Almy owned a real estate agency situated at 79 Clark 
Street in Chicago. Checking further I found that Mr. Almy was born in 1831 and 
died on March 25, 1918. In a 1923 issue of Lakeside Business I found that the 
business no longer existed (which is consistent with his demise in 1918), and 
that when he was 49 years old, his agency was at 107 Dearborn and his residence 
was the Lakota Hotel, a well-known Chicago hostelry. We know that the area now 
known as Oak Park (the most immediate suburb directly west of Chicago) was under 
development during the 1890 's (it was incorporated in 1902), and it's my 
conclusion that Mr. Almy sent or passed these tokens out, promising a ride out 
to the new homesites out west. It wasn't a very long trip, hence the expression 
"Almy Express." 

With the discovery of this information the Catalogue Committee has granted 
"listed status" to Unidentified #133, now to be known as IL 150 AJ. 

Charles Pick & Co. was a wholesale dealer and purveyor of kitchen utensils, 
goblets and flatware. I have seen some other tokens with the same reverse as 
this tck«n, but don't have a record of them.

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= THE SUMMER OF FIFTY-EIGHT = 
By John Coffee 


-November 1989- 
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Summer is a time of hibernation for most coin collectors. Things seem to slow down a 
bit in numismatics during the summer months. But for token collectors it can be quite 
otherwise, for summer is a time for travel. And for a token collector travelling can be a 
fruitful means of Increasing his collection. W^en they travel many people take airplanes, 
others take trains or buses. But he who would get the feel of America will go by automobile. 
It has many disadvantages; it’s often more expensive than public transportation, especially 
if one stay s at motels. But it affords grand opportunities for hunting. 


So the active token collector uses his travels as a means of increasing his collection. 
It doubles the pleasure of his journey; it can give him pleasant memories of drab places; 
it acquaints him more readily with the land and its people. 


So in 1958 1 drove across America from Boston to Washington State, and back again, and 
made the trip into an expedition to find tokens. It had interesting results. 


Pennsylvania is responsbible for having issued more varieties of transportation tokens 
than any other state. Hence it was natural that 1 would devote more time to Pennsylvania. 

I visited the bus company office In Scranton, searched through their box of out-of-town 
tokens, and found several good ones. I also learned to my surprise that a token from Scranton 
which we had considered very scarce was actually in current use at 3 for 35c. The company 
officials were interested and cooperative when I showed them pictures in our catalogue of 
some old horsecar tokens that had been used in Scranton (PA 890 A,B). Next 1 went to Lock 
Haven in search of a set of five tokens that had been used many years earlier on the old 
Susquehanna Traction Company. Inquiring at the local police station (and fascinated to hear 
them actually using "Ten Four!"' on the radio) 1 learned the name of the present owners of 
a bus line there. Driving out to the home of the owner in a driving downpour, I found only 
the owner's wife present. She Invited roe into the kitchen, offered me some cookies she had 
just baked, and replied to my questions about tokens. "Why we have a whole jar of those old 
things somewhere around here." She found the jar and told me to help myself. Which I 
did... and which is why those tokens are no longer particularly scarce. Thence to Philipsburg. 
1 had known for several months of the existence of PA 755 A but had kept it quiet until 1 
could get there in person to check it out. Philipsburg is a delightful place; the fine hotel 
was Incredibly reasonable, and its dining room served a grand dinner for prices reminiscent 
of the 1930's. It was almost as though inflation had passed Philipsburg by. I went the 
following morning to the local newspaper, and rather boldly presented myself for an Interview. 
"Who are you?" was the logical response 1 received. But after detailing the nature of my 
quest for the old token used way back by the Centre & Clearfield Railway, the Editor became 
interested and took down enough information for a long front-page story that was published 
in the next edition. "BOSTON MAN SEARCHES FOR OLD STREETCAR TOKENS" shouted the headline 
right on the front page. 


From the newspaper office 1 went to City Hall to inquire about the parking meter 
collections. The PA 755 A, being the size of a penny, might have been dropped into a parking 
meter I hoped. I was told that parking meter collections were handled at the local bank. 
Visiting the bank I was ushered into the office of the president himself, who ordered the 
clerk to bring in all the slugs, tokens and miscellaneous junk that had been put into parking 
meters by citizens intent on cheating the City out of a nickel. There were several sacks, 
containing at least 30,000 pieces. The president of the bank then turned his office over 
to me and told me to take all the time I wished to examine the hoard! Two hours later, with 
filthy hands from handling the assortment, I emerged with no PA 755 A, but with some 50 
foreign coins, some scarce dates of U.S. coins that were mutilated, and some 50 other 
miscellaneous tokens, all of which the bank president let me keep with his compliments. I 
was interested to note about 50 South African farthings in the assortment, and upon mentioning 
this was told that a group of religious missionaries from South africa had recently visited 
Philipsburg. 

From Philipsburg to Johnstown, site of the Great Flood that destroyed many of its 
horsecar tokens along with so much else. There I rode the Westmont Borough Inclined Plane, 
a frightening ride up the side of a mountain. Tokens were no longer being used; only paper 
tickets. From Johnstown to Pittsburgh, and an overnight stay with Bill and Corinne Black 
in McKeesport (both now long deceased but there was no one in the world who was nicer; Bill 
wore Badge Number One for Penn Transit). A nice meeting with the Pittsburgh District Token 
Collectors that evening, and next day a drive across southern Ohio to Lancaster where 1 
obtained several of the old celluloid tokens used prior to 1937. The proprietor of the bus 
line was fascinated with our token catalogue (the then freshly published 1958 edition) and 
he confirmed the historical data contained therein about the Lancaster tokens. In Zanesville 
I learned that the OH 995 C had been obsolete for many years, but 1 picked up a couple from 


the bus company manager. 


From Cincinnati I drove along the Ohio River to Louisville where I had a nice chat with 
the city’s /neat proiTinc**ir coin dca7ei*, but no tokens. At Evansville I had dinner with 

wfK> xiiXd rt>i<ens .for 8^5 apiece fi-CMr his 'celiecrlon (IL 605 B; 768 A,B; 

IN 930 A; KY 100 A, were some of them; don’t rfaicmliex the rest). A flood was closing in along 
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the highway to St. Louis so 1. declined his Kind offer to spetid the night, hastening to beat 
the, flood that might have prevented me from vi.sitiiig several towns in southern Illinois to 
check out tokens . 

I crofnsed Missouri on Sunday, a bad day for token-hunting, Kansas proved poor hunting 
ground, but subsequent finds there proved 1 just didn’t look in the right places. In 
Colorado a .stop at Alamosa to look up the Lanier Ta.xi Company, which was still going. The 
owner's home doubled as his office, and I visited him there. He had just found a couple of 
the tokens--they hadn't been used for ye3rs--and let me have them for $5 for the pair (CO 
20 A,B). Salt Lake City is full of coin dealers who ^re really something else, but who. deal 
in coins on the side. None had any transportation tokens. 

Then San Francisco and a week's .stay with the Bay Area AVA members, visiting Freiberg, 
Nicolosl, Ford, and many others. There 1 learned of the discovery by C.B. Tyson of an old 
ferry token from North Bonneville, WA. (WA 590 A) So on ray way north to Tacoma I stopped 
at Cascade. L^cks , across the Columbi.a River from North Bonneville. The po.stmaster directed 
me to a l.ady who, he said, had found one of the tokens In her yard. 1 visited her; she had 
given it to one of the children to play with. A hopeful tense moment when the kid thought 
she remembered where she had put it. But she couldn't find it. So I visited the newspaper 
at Stevenson and gave the editor an interview. It worked. Publicity on the front page netted 
me seven of the tokens (two WA ,590 A’.s and five 590 B's) for $3.50 apiece. 

When 1 arrived J.n Tacoma I found three letters from Philipsburg, PA, waiting for me, 
each containing a PA /55 A, for which 1 paid $3.50 each. 

After spending two months in Tacoma 1 headed back to Boston in my 1955 Packard Clipper 
Deluxe, and my first important stop was Toledo, Iowa. At a meeting of tlie old Seattle 
Transportation Token Club, Cecil Jefferson showed me lA 890 A and B, which had not previously 
been known. I fairly drooled at' seeing those beautle.s, and of course made it a point to stop 
there en route back to Boston. It was a Sunday morning when 1 got to Toledo, but 1 rousted 
the editor of the local paper out of bed and gave him and interview and got some leads from 
him. Several hours of visiting people In Toledo were fruitless for getting tokens, but it 
was fun to talk to them about the old interurban line that had used the tokens years earlier. 
3T)e following year Hal Ford hit pay dirt, not in Toledo but in Tama, and because of Harold's 
haul the tokens haven't been that rare anymore, especially the 890 A. My last stop on my 
trip east was at Nevada, lA, where I looked up the daughter of old Mr. Lough who had issued 
lA 660 A,B. She remembered the tokens, but didn't have any. 

It Is not extravagant to say that transportation token collectors have a kind of love 
affair with America. In preserving and recording these tokens they acquire an affection for 
the land and its people. Not a schoolroom patriotism, but more like something built on 
familiarity with the country's growth and progress. Learn the story behind a transportation 
token and you are learning American history. 




Editor's note. The above article is reprinted from an issue of COINS MAGAZINE from the 
1960's. Some twenty-five years ago 1 wrote a number of articles for that excellent periodical, 
and one of them was this account of my trip across the country in the summer of 1958. Not 
having much to publish in this issue of THE FARE BOX, and never having told the story of ray 
1958 trip in detail, it seemed like a good way to fatten up an otherwise slender issue of 
our news-letter. It was over thirty-one years ago, but that trip seems like yesterday. 
Tokens seemed easier to come by back then, but there are still tokens waiting to be found. 
To find them you will need youth, enthusiasm, lots of energy, and a love of the American 
earth. Of those four qualities I still have three. Perhaps another expedition Is in order 
next summer, or the one after Chat.

WILSON, /PROP. The reverse is blank. i wonder if this is the same firm that 
issued Unidentified #62, also a "steam riding gallery." I rather doubt it. Prob- 
ably a steam riding gallery was some sort of steam-power merry-go-round, and 
the term was used in many places. Can anyone shed light on any of them? 


Alan Weigheli reports that the Canadian T oken lists two new colors of the 
Vancouver Aquabus token, which were issued in 1989. They are green and 
azure. This makes five colors of tokens issued by this tiny passenger ferry 
that crosses False Creek in Vancouver. They are not easy to get unless 
someone actually goes over and buys them at the ferry itself. Can anyone up 
there heip us? Alan also reports that PQ 620 M recently sold for $195 in 
auction. 


Speaking of auctions, I presume you have received the beautifully 
illustrated and printed catalogue of the Lee Schumacher XT collection, being 
auctioned by Tom Wall, Lee had far more rarities in his collection than anyone 
dreamed of, and a lot of them are unlisted. The Prices Realized of this sale 
should, ih the future, be a valuable guide to actual current values of rare 
tokens. This is far and away the nicest sale catalogue of a transportation token 
collection ever prepared. 
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The publishing schedule for The Fare Box, as members know, is not 
regular. Some issues come out close together; between others there can be up 
to eight weeks. This is necessitated by my own traveh schedule, whereby I 
spend ten weeks on the West Coast every summer and three weeks out there 
every winter. What this means Is that sometimes the ads you send to Bob 6 
Anna Butler, our Advertising Managers,, will be printed very quickly; other 
times there will be a long wait till your ad gets printed. This is the nature 
of the situation, and of course it is not the doing of Bob and Anna, who send 
me the ad pages, and who prepare the ads 'for us far better than I ever did. 
So please bear with us. 

Listed in this month's catalogue supplement is a beautiful new white metal 
token, with steel center, just issued by the Roosevelt Island Tramway In New 
York City. George Cuhaj obtained a quantity of these for the New Issues 
Service, and sent me a sample. The token is used in a turnstile, to secure 
a ride on a suspended cable tramway. There are not many cable tramway 
tokens, and off the top of my head I can't think of another one from this 
country. Below are 2x photos of the token, front and back. 



The receipt of this new bull's-eye token, similar to the NYC subway token 
and the New Jersey Turnpike tokens, reminds me that this is a new category 
of token; the modern bi-metallic magnetic token. In addition to the foregoing, 
we have the TBTA tokens of New York City which, while not bull's-eye tokens, 
have a magnetic strip imbedded In the token. Then there is FL 880 K, which 
has a silver-colored magnetic strip thru the token. I believe these modern mag- 
netic tokens would make a fascinating display by themselves. 

In addition to the modern bi-metallic magnetic tokens, there are of course 
the old and mostly very rare bi-metallic transportation tokens. In this category 
we have the inlaid-letter tokens such as MD 60 O and SC 310 A. There are 
about a dozen of these and they're all rare, in some cases the letter actually 
in inserted thru the token. In other cases the tetter In inlaid onto the token, 
as in the case of PA 15 F, the commonest of the bunch. In this case the letter 
does not go all the way thru, and presumably you could scrape it off. The 
PA 15 F, by the way, once was very rare and census. Then somebody found 
a box of them, similar to the situation with NM 430 A. In this hobby there 
are no guarantees of rarity. Rarity, in any case, often is a very evanscent 
quality. Added to the dozen or so inlaid-letter tokens we iiave two very rare 
manufacturer's samples. Group 15 A and B, and we have one depotel that Is 
bi-metallic (I A 290 A). I have all of these in my collection; don't know if any- 
body else does. 

I just acquired Unidentified #78, the DAVID REYNOLDS FERRY black 
vulcanite. From the vecturist perspective, this is an incredibly beautiful token. 
Now if I could only find out where it's from. Does anyone have any idea? It 
looks like an old Pennsylvania token. But how shall we ever find out?

Our Editor pictured the Martha's Vineyard issue which we now list as MA 
245 C, on page 108 of the September 1989 Fare Box. Bill Garrison called the 
local authority in Edgartown and learned that there was also an earlier token which 
we are listing above as 245 B. Bill reports that this is a summer operation, from 
May to September. The second issue of 3,000 tokens cost them $5,000! The New 
Issues Service has already received, and probably distributed, a supply of both 
of these tokens to its members. 

The Galt, MO, token was acquired some months ago by Glyn Farber, a 
non-AVA member In Baton Rouge, LA. Glyn is holding the token, hoping to swap 
It for a LA 240 A, which is not likely. The intriguing thing about this discovery 
is that there Is also a KEITHLEY BUS LINE token listed from Boonville, MO 70 
C, which we presume to have been an entirely Independent operation. Then there 
Is MO 70 D, listed on page 25 of the 1987 Supplement, which only has KEITHLEY 
BUS LINE on it and no city. We presumed it to be from Boonville, but with the 
discovery of the new 360 A, we must consider the possibility that It could be from 
Galt instead. An interesting and unusual situation. 

The Roosevelt island Tramway token Is a beautiful token, used In a turnstile 
to ride the suspended cable tramway that crosses the East River from Manhattan 
Island to Roosevelt Island (formerly called Welfare Island], affording the rider 
a breathtaking view of the City. The token has a very visible 8mm steel center 
In It, making it another bull's eye token, of which there are now several in use, 
the most abundant being the current New York City subway token. George Cuh4j 
obtained a supply of this token for the New Issues Service and they have already 
arrived In Oregon. Unfortunately we do not, at this time, have Information on 
how many were struck, or what the rate of fare is* Accordingly we have left 
the value of the token out, pending receipt of that Information. We presume that 
the token is good for a ride worth $1.00 to $1.50. 
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= EMERGENCY BAY AREA FERRY OPERATIONS =

Since the October 17 earthquake in the Sen Francisco Bay area, a number 
of new ferry operations have been estabiished, running from Vailejo, Richmond, 
Berkeley, and Oakland, to San Francisco. The Oakland-San Francisco Bay Bridge 
reopened November 17. Due to damage In approaches and off-ramps to the 
Bridge, most ferries plan to continue operation thru the end of the year. Fares 
on the ferries, vary from $5,00 to $9.00 round trip. One-way trips vary from 
1 to H hours depending on the distances. Fibre tickets are being used. They 
are not printed for this operation. Because of the earthquake emergency, existing 
tickets that had been printed for Bay Area cruises are issued, and marked by 
ball point pen for commuter use.
